Cleveland, March G. — North Calling- 
wood today came to a full realization 
of its affliction. Slowly and solemnly 
the processions of death began to 
wend their way towards the cemeter- 
ies, bearing 1 the charred remains of 
children whose lives were snuffed out 
in Wednesday morning's catastrophe 
in tho Lake View school. From nine 
o'clock In the morning until dusk there 
was no cessation In the funeral cor- 
teges. One of the saddest funerals 
was that of the three children of 
Janitor Herter, jointly with the ser- 
vices for three other little ones. 

Murmurings against the janitor 
could be heard about the village as 
grief-crazed parents sought an object 
upon which to wreck vengeance, for- 
getting, as they did, that Herter him- 
self was walking with bowed head and 
broken heart behind the coffins of 
three of his loved ones. A detail of 
polico was placed about the Herter 
home when the hour for the funeral 
came. Fully five hundred pet sons had 
gathered, but when the coffins were 
carried to the doorway the crowd 
spread and opened the way for them 
without protest or expression of hos- 
tility. 

Tonight there arc twenty-eight of 
these bundles of human flesh still 
awaiting identification or claimants. 

At the continued inquest two of the 
teachers told ot their unavailing at- 
tempts to open one of the double doors 
at the rear, which they said was 
locked. 

The body of -Miss Kathcrino Weiler, 
one of the two teachers who lost their 
lives in the lire, was positively Identi- 
fied today -by a dentist, who establish- 
ed the identification through her gold- 
lllled teeth. Tho body of Rose Maeh- 
nich, a former pupil in the school, was 
identified also today by her shoes. 
When Mrs. Maehnich was positive of 
the identification, she fainted upon the 
charred body of her child. 

So far one hundred and sixty-seven 
bodies have been recovered. The list 
of missing now tallies with the num- 
ber of unidentified, which would indi- 
cate that all of tho bodies have been 
found,, and that the total death list 
will stand at 107.' In fully one hun- 
dred eases tho funerals were In- 
dividual. , . , „. 
. Tho unidentified will be buried Mon- 
day, according to present arrange- 
ments. The expense of the funerals, 
together with the funerals of children 
whose parents are not iro financial con- 
dition to meet the expense, will he 
borne by public subscriptions, which are 
growing larger every hour. Already 
thousands of dollars have been raised. 
In addition to this, a bill has been in- 
troduced Into the state legislature, ap- 
propriating $25,000 for the felief of the 
needy fire suf ferers,

— A verdict of not 
guilty was brought In after three Hours' 
deliberation by the jury in the case of 
Mabel Allen, of Mount Albert, who was 
charged with having set fire to the barn 
of Jacob Hopkins, a farmer. The girl, 
who is onlv eighteen years Of age. was 
alleged to have committed the deed be- 
cause Mr. Hopkins had given htn- a 
promise of marriage and then thrown 
her over. The evidence was of a melo- 
duunatlc character. 

Stole Jewels From Friend. 

New York, March 0. — Charged with 
tho theft of Jewels valued at $20,000 
from one of her wealthy friends, .Mrs. 
Jeanotto Newmann, who lives at the 
Stratford House, this city, was locked 
up at police headquarters today. Tho 
police say Mis. Newmann lias made 
full confession, and told them she was 
actuated by her desire to keep bur chil- 
dren in a private school and to main- 
tain her own social position. The Jewels 
were owned by Mrs. Evelyn Bell, who 
lives In Central Park west, and also has 
a home in Port Chester.

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Bill for Incorporation Passes Com- 
mons Banking and Commorco 
Committee 



Ottawa, March u. — When the bill 
for tho incorporation of the Bank of 
Vancouver was called in the Com- 
mons banking and commerce commit- 
tee today, Hon. Mr. Fielding said that 
before the charter was granted tho 
Commons should have assurance of 
tho standing of the men who were 
connected with the enterprise, and 
their ability to' carry it through, so 
that the promoters would not be com- 
ing back to parliament for an ex- 
tension of time. Mr. Guthrie, for tin; 
promoters of tho bill, said tho bank 
was being- organized in response to 
tho demand on the Pacific coast for a 
native bank", in touch with the parti- 
cular Interests of British Columbia. 
Assurances were given by Messrs. 
Maepherson and Gullihor as to the 
standing of the prompters, when Mr. 
Fielding expressed satisfaction and 
the bill was passed. 

The banking and commerce com- 
mittee also passed tho North Empire 
Fire Insurance Company's bill. Tills 
Is a western Canada enterprise, and 
was promoted under the name of 
"Northern." 

The bill to incorporate the .Travel- 
lers' Life Assurance Company of 
Canada was objected to by the 
Travellers Company of Hartford, 
Conn on the ground that the names 
would conflict. Chairman Miller sug- 
gested the name of Canadian t ravel- 
lers', but the sponsor for tho bill re- 
fuse Ho accept It without consultation 
wtli the promoters, and the bill was 
laid over. 

Hockey Brutality, 

Simcoe, Out., March C— A Victoria 
hockey player named Smith has been 
arrested on" a charge of striking a Port 
Dover hockey player named Ferris 
with a hockey stick, inllicting scalp 
wounds and rendering him uncon- 
scious. Smith was allowed out on 
bail. 



Suicided While Insane. 

Montreal, March 0. — B. A. Rehlhardt, 
a well known business man, took his 
life this afternoon while in a state ot 
mental aberration. Mr. Rhcinhardt was 
the head of the Bernhardt Mfg. Co. un- 
til recently, when he had a nervous 
breakdown, followed by a mental col- 
lapse. At Ills home today he eluded 
the watchers, and going to tile kitchen 
he secured a large carving knife, which 
ho carried to the conservatory and 
stabbed himself several times in the 
abdomen. He died shortly afterwards. 



SET HINDUS FREE 

Doubt as to Whether Test Was 
Properly Made Under the 
Natal Act 



Vancouver, March G. — There is a pos 
slblllty that the fifteen Hindus detained 
by the provincial authorities on the 
ground that they could not comply with 
the provisions of the Natal act may 
secure their liberty through a techni- 
cality in submitting the educational 
test. At least, Police Magistrate Wil- 
liams, before whom the ease was ar- 
gued this afternoon, is not fully satis- 
fied that the test was properly applied, 
and he has reserved judgment until 
next Tuesday. 

The section of the act under which 
tho test is submitted Is No. 4, which 
provides that persons seeking entrance 
to the province shall be able to read 
and write in English, or any other 
European language. The wording of 
the test submitted by the interpreter, 
under tho direction of the immigration 
officers, was: "Can you read and write 
in English or any other white man's 
language or tongue'.'" 

Counsel for the Hindus argued that 
the men might not be aware that 
"white man's language" would mean 
"European language." Some of them 
looked upon English as the only white 
man's language. The court was not at 
all satisfied on this point and had 
doubts whether the provisions of the 
act had been properly complied with. 
In the meantime the Hindus are held 
in custody, the court refusing hail. 

At present there is no intention to 
hold a parade here tomorrow, early 
arrangements to that end by the Asia- 
tie Exclusion, league having been aban- 
doned on Monday evening. The annual 
meeting of the league promises an ex- 
citing time, for one or nioro members 
are to be expelled lor insubordination 
and lor their action in bringing about 
tin- parade and riot without consulting 
other members. A very lively meeting 
is expected. In the event of members 
being expelled, the probability is that 
a new hj-anch of the North American 
Asiatic Exclusion league will bo formed 
here.

Charles C. Bethune Will Lead Choir 
of Metropolitan Methodist 
Church 



The leadership of the Metropolitan 
Methodist church choir has been given 
to Charles C. Bcthune, who has had 
many years' experience In the musical 
profession. He arrived here from 
England last fall, and has since been 
associated witli local musical circles 
as well as at Vancouver. He Is well 
known tor Ills proficiency in tin: 
teaching of voice production and sing- 
ing, and since' his arrival In the pro- 
vince his time has been fully taken 
up with ills duties as a teacher, Among 
his pupils are some of the best vocal- 
ists of the city. His first teacher was 
tiie great Jenny Lind, and later he 

was selected as tiie first teacher of 
her grandson. lie is a brother of 
General Bethuno of the Imperial army.

Germanophobes Suspect the 
Writer of Trying to Med- 
dle With Navy 



MR. ASQUITH'S STATEMENT 



Public Insists on Both Letter 
and Answer Being Pub- 
lished 



London, March G. — An outburst of 
anger against Emperor William on tho 
part of the British public equalling 
that caused by the German emperor's 
famous message to President Kruger 
at the time of the Jameson raid has 
followed the announcement made this 
morning by the Times that Emperor 
William had attempted to influence, 
the British naval policy by a secret 
correspondence with Dord Tweed- 
mouth, First Lord of the Admiralty. 

The Germanophobe party, which 
never wus stronger than now, imme- 
diately jumped to the conclusion that 
Emperor William was trying to med- 
dle In the most vital matter in Great 
Britain's national Interests by under- 
hand methods, and the public at first 
shared that view. Parliament, the 
newspapers and the diplomats had the 
greatest sensation they had enjoyed 
for many a day. The matter was con- 
sidered so serious that Lord Tweed- 
mouth broke his customary reticence, 
hastening to say: "The letter from 
the German Emperor is purely a per- 
sonal communication, and tliere is no 
reference in tt to the British naval 
estimates." 

Lord Tweedmouth visited tho House 
of Commons this afternoon and con- 
ferred with the Liberal leaders. Tho 
cabinet met afterwards. It had been 
announced at first that Herbert As- 
qulth, chancellor of the exchequer, 
would make a statement concerning 
the matter next Monday, but tho pub- 
lic was so excited, and so many mem- 
bers of parliament had given notice 
that they would ask questions In tho 
Bower House about the correspond- 
ence, that the cabinet decided that 
something must bo done at once. Mr. 
Asquith, therefore, appeared In tho 
House of Commons at the close of its 
sitting and made a brief statement to 
a crowded house," elaborating amid 
profound silence Dord Twcedmouth's 
explanation that the correspondence 
was personal. 

"It Is a fact," declared the chancel- 
lor, "that on February 28 Lord Tweed- 
mouth received a letter from the Ger- 
man Emperor. It was purely a per- 
sonal and private communication, con- 
ceived in an entirely friendly spirit. 
My noble friend's answer was equally 
private and informal, and neither the 
letter nor its answer was known or 
communicated to the caibnet. I may 
add, in view of certain suggestions 
which have been made, that before the 
letter arrived the cabinet had come 
to its final decision with regard to the 
naval estimates for this year." 

This explanation only stimulated 
curiosity and criticism, instead of ap- 
peasing them, and a strong demand is 
heard everywhere for tin; publication 
of both letters. Nothing else will 
satisfy the British public, and prob- 
ably this will be done eventually. 
Guessing at Contents 

The only hints regarding the nature 
of Emperor William's letter, which 
have leaked from the inner circle are 
that it was an attempt to refute, fre- 
quent assertions in leading English 
newspapers that the German naval 
programme was animated wholly by 
hostility to Great Britain. If this 
proves to be Hie true version of the 
Incident, the whole sensation may col- 
lapse as quickly ns it grew, but if tho 
letter was of the nature suggested by 
tho Times newspaper, it will be 
equally damaging to the government 
to publish or withhold it, unless Bord 
Tweedmouth should he repudiated 
and thrown overboard. The present 
position of tiie affair embarrasses tho 
government immensely, and brings a 
sliower of criltcism upon Bord Tweed- 
mouth. It would be a delicate matter 
to ask Emperor William for his per- 
mission to publish a private letter, 
and ho may voluntarily authorize that 
this be done. 

if the relations between Great Bri- 
tain and Germany were not strained, 
the action in writing tho letter would 
be considered merely a technical mis- 
take or an informality, out Germany 
is a bugbear to a large proportion of 
the British people, who firmly believe 
she Is deliberately planning war, and 
is trvlng to sooth British suspicions 
until' she is ready. Nothing could be 
more inflammatory than to charge tho 
Emperor with trying to undermine the 
British strength by seducing her 
naval minister. 

An Awkward Position 

Emperor William has tried hard 
lately to win English friendship, by 
paying a visit to England and other 
advances, but the German pohobes re- 
fuse to believe theso overtures were 
made in good faith. He Is a profuse 
and impulsive letter writer, and Is 
said to have written British ministers 
before addressing Dord Tweedmouth, 
and sober second thought may con- 
vince Englishmen Hint they have done 
1,1m an Injustice. Meantime the 
newspapers are .saying he should 
make any statements regarding tho 
British navy that he desires to make, 
through the regular channels, and 
they are criticising Bord Tweedmouth 
because he did not immediately place 
the letter before the cabinet. Tho 
government Is in an awkward position 
now to handle any critical Interna- 
tional question, because King Edward 
is on tho Continent, and Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, the premier, is 
too 111 to be consulted on official mat.-

Opinions In Germany. 

Berlin, March 6. — A considerable 
sensation lias been, caused here by the 
allegations published in the London 
Times with reference- to the letter sent 
by Emperor William in February to 
Bord Tweedmouth, First Lord of tho 
British Admiralty. The newspapers 
of Berlin observe great caution in 
commenting on the episode, averring 
that they consider it improper to ex- 
press opinions without full knowledge 
of what His Majesty really said. 

Only one newspaper, the Berliner 
Keilung, ventures to express Its belief 
that the Emperor has written with in- 
discreet fullness of expression to a 
foreign official. It is considered likely 
here that Bord Tweedmouth will make 
an explanation fully protecting Em- 
peror William from the allegation that 
he had attempted to Influence the of- 
ficial acts of the British admiralty or 
cabinet. - . 

There is no disposition in official 
circles to the belief that this letter will 
create any incident similar to that 
which followed Emperor William's tel- 
egram to President Kruger. It is re- 
gretted, however, that anything should 
be seized upon by the opponents of 
.Germany in England while the British 
naval estimates are under discussion, 
and when Germany is about to launch 
her first Improved battleship of the 
Dreadnought type. 

The Foreign Office today said it was 
quite probable that Emperor William 
haH written a letter to Bord Tweed- 
mouth, First Bord of tho British admir- 
alty, some time ago, but the assertion 
made by the London Times that His 
Majesty had endeavored to interfere In 
the naval plans of Great Britain was 
characterized as untrue. His Majesty 
in his letter corrected certain erroneous 
impressions in England With regard to 
the development of .the German fleet. In 
naval matters the Emperor is entitled 
to consideration as an expert, it was 
explained at the Foreign Orflce, and he, 
Is recognized as such in England as well 
as in Germany. As Emperor of Ger- 
many, he would reject any foreign at- 
tempt to decido the proportions of tho 
German fleet, and on this basis His Ma- 
jesty would repudiate the Idea that he 
had interfered in the naval affairs of 
Great Britain. 

The German official view is that 
there is no reason why tho letter should 
not be published, but it is declared that 
the matter is a personal one between 
His Majesty and Dord Tweedmouth.

Vancouver, March G. — It is under- 
stood that the scheme for the improve- 
ment of Falso creek, recommended to 
the Dominion government by Engineer 
J. B. Boy, will cost $1,500,000 and that 
the work is of a character which will 
take a number of years for its comple- 
tion. Its success would appear to be 
dependent upon tho civic authorities 
working out their plans for the. im- 
provement at the head of the Creek, 
the two separate plans being so ar- 
ranged that there is no breaking of 
the harmony of the project at the 
Westminster avenue bridge, tho divid- 
ing line of the city and Dominion own- 
ership of tho bed of the creek. 

The plan proposed by the Dominion 
engineer is said to be similar in gen 
oral method to that proposed by Col. 
Tracy for the work at the head of the 
creek. On each side of the -100 -foot 
channel concrete retaining walls are 
to be built, behind which tho dredg- 
ings from the channel are to be pump- 
ed, forming made land from the present 
shore line to the edge of the wharves, 
This scheme would mean that the Do- 
minion authorities would have to make 
a deal witli the present owners of pri- 
vate property along the water front In 
order to acquire the riparian rights 
those parties now possess. 

Tho chief difference between the Do- 
minion scheme and the city plans at 
tho head of the creek exists in the 
fact that the latter provides for jetty 
Wharves, thereby making additional 
water frontage available for Shipping, 
while Engineer Roy's outline shows a 
wharf line parallel witli the proposed 
channel. , 



Ottawa, March G. — Oh the opening of 
the house today, Dr. ltcid again com- 
plained of Mr. Oliver's reluctance to 
bring down original documents.

Judge Craig intimated that tl»T com- 
plainant did not tell tho truth with re- 
gard to a certain point. 

The commons railway committee to- 
day reported the bill to amend the 
railway act prompted by Mr. Kennedy 
of New Westminster. Tho measure 
makes railways liable for damage by 
fire to all properly on their liens. 

The public accounts committee con- 
tinued the Inquiry \ into the' circum- 
stances under which several blocks of 
timber lands in western Canada were 
disposed of by the department of tho 
interior. G. U. Ryloy, land commander 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific railw;/-, 
who was for twenty-five years in 
charge of the timber and mines 
branch of tho interior department, 
was examined by Mr. Ames, M. P., but 
ho had no recollection of the transac- 
tions.

Amidst the 
cheers of the government supporters 
and lb'' assent of all the members of 
the house save John Jardlne, Liberal of 
JOsquimult, and the three Socialists, .1. 
H. Hawthornthwalte, Parker Williams 
and John Au-lnnis. 

William AVainwright, seeond vice- 
president of the G. T. I*., and D'Arcy 
Tate, assistant solicitor, were present 
on the tloor of the house. Having seen 
the bill assented to this afternoon, they 
will leave tonight for -the east. 

In committee the leader of the Lib- 
eral opposition introduced a number 
of amendments, hut all were rejected 
by the government. 

Tin; most interesting moment of tho 
consideration of the bill in committee 
occurred shortly after the insertion of 
a clause ratifying the grant made in 
1005 of the. Kaien island lands. J. A. 
j Macdonald, the Liberal leader, voted 
in favor of the amendment and the 
member for Nannimo asserted that by 
so doing he somersaulted upon that 
question. Me had denounced the ar- 
rangement originally. The debate grew 
very warm, and it was not until Hon. 
Richard McBride had smoothnd the 
ruffled plumes and feelings of the 
warring gentlemen that progress was 
resumed. 

Tho civil service bill was given third 
reading, Stuart Henderson voting with 
tho Socialists against it.

vested rights, concerning which the 
house had, during the previous session, 
heard a great deal from the attorney- 
general. 

Parker Williams (Newcastle) took 
similar ground, and defended the right 
of tho Vancouver company in question 
to do business us an Incorporated 
company. 

Mr. McPhllllps . maintained that by 
no reasonable construction could the 
provisions of the joint stock compan- 
lnes' act be extended to the incorpor- 
ation of u company for the purpose of 
practising the dental profession, and 
challenged any hon. member to shdw 
that this was the practice in any other 
part of tho. British Empire. The prac- 
tice of the dental profession Involved 
special qualifications and personal 
ability, and should never be permitted 
under the guise of a company with 
limited responsibility. Tho very idea 
of such a thing was offensive to tho 
sense of propriety. It was absurd to 
speak of dentists as mere mechanics, 
for, as a matter of fact, dentists should 
be men of high professional ability. 
In reference to the question of vested 
Interests, in what did these consist'.' 
In a valuable plant such as any large 
undertaking required'.' Ho saw no 
ground whatever for such a preten- 
sion. The vested interest in such 
eases wholly consisted in personal 
qualifications: If the shares In an in- 
corporated company were fully paid 
up. all further financial responsibility 
ended. 

Mr. Williams: Is there any essen- 
tial difference between the operations 
I and responsibility of a dental incor- 
| porateel company and any other incor- 
porated company-? 

Mr. McPhllllps: There is all the 
difference in the world. 

Mr. Macdonald (Rossiand) held that 
the remarks of the member for tho 
Islands were really applicable to all 
I joint stock companies, and for his part 
! he failed to see any difference what- 
ever between a limited liability com- 
pany composed of dentists and a sim- 
ilar company composed of merchants, 
or of any other persons. The position 
taken by members opposite in this in- 
stance showed the weakness of the 
party system, for he was confident 
that nine-tenths of the supporters of 
tho government were really in favor 
of the amendment. The attitude of 
the attorney-general was, in his opin- 
ion, due to the fact that in his pro- 
fessional capacity lie had come Into 
opposition with the company in ques- 
tion. - 

Mr. Macdonald Corrected. 
Hon. Mr. Bowser: I never acted in 
any way against the Boston Dental 
association of Vancouver, nor have 1 
been connected with Dr. Baker. 

Mr. .Macdonald withdrew his allega- 
tion, but held that the hon. gentleman 
had threatened to penalize certain 
persons who had come within the 
bounds of his displeasure. The attor- 
ney-general had been acting in his 

association, which desired to regulate 
in all particulars the practice of den- 
tistry in this province.

tered under the laws of this province, 
and to insist that they shall not 
conduct their business with the assist- 
ance of men who are not qualified.

The iict, however, provided that the, 
lands should be rceouveyed to the 
province, and there was no sugges- 
tion of partnership. 

~~ Mineral Rights 
Hon. W. J. Bowser moved that the 
following new clause be added:. 

"The crown grant to the Grand 
Trunk Puoillc Railway Company of 
the 10th March, l'JOa, subject to the 
Changes made In the conditions there- 
of by the agreement set out In the 
schedule hereto, is hereby ratified and 
confirmed, but nothing contained m 
this section, or in this act, shall all eel 
any rights acquired under any crown 
grant of mineral claims heretofore 
issued, or any right of operating such 
crown-granted mineral claims unflor 
the provisions of the Mineral Act. 

Mr. Macdonald said that the inser- 
tion of this clause showed that the 
government had come around to the 
view of the opposition, and recognized 
that the grant at that' time was 
illegally made. The G. T. P. had re- 
cognized this, and knowing that they 
had no title and could got no title 
under the agreement of March, 190.1, 
they had come back and had .tins 
clause inserted. 

As tliev did not have n clear title 
naturally they would not begin con- 
struction. Hence the- government 
shared the responsibility of the delay 
in commencing construction. 

Auction Not Practicable. 
Hon. Mr. McBride: In regard to 
townsltc conditions, while it is quite 
true that the sale of lands at Point 
Grey by public auction was suceesstul, 
this important difference exists be- 
tween these two cases: that in the In- 

government'was the sole owner, while 
at Prince Rupert we are the partner 
of the railway company 

Now sir, I can say with confidence 
that very many disadvantages must tit 
tach to 
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irrangement which would 

compel this government to sell these 
lots by public auction, while it 
would be quite competent for the rail- 
way company to dispose of their prop- 
erty bv private treaty. Again, sir, in 
the ordinary course of business in the 
west in connection with the disposition 
fff townsites it has been deemed most | 
profitable to dispose of such property | 
by private treaty, and why, sir, should 
not the government adopt precisely the 
same policy? (Applause.) 

In this case, sir, as a matter ol tact | 
tile government simply occupies the 
position of a trustee, and a trustee has 
ever an onerous duty to perform. A 
trustee must, moreover, in point of 
fact be more particular and more 
exacting in the performance of his re- 
sponsibilities than if he were simply 
acting for himself. (Hear, hear.) 

1 am quite satisfied, sir, that the gov- 
ernment can get the best results by 
following the lines on which this kind 
of business is usually conducted. (Ap- 
plause.) Tin* hon. gentleman says that 
if tills- pproperty is put up to public 
auction it will do away with the slight- 
est degree of suspicion in regard to 
these transactions, but lo this state- 
ment there is only one answer, and it is 
this: that if this government allows 
any such wrong-doing to happen, the 
government must stand by its responsi- 
bility and await whatever punishment 
may be meted out to them, (Bear, 
hear.) 

I can assure the house, sir. that 1 and 
the members of this government are 
deeply sensible at all times of the great 
trust which is reposed In us, and ol the 
weighty responsibilities which it will 
be our duty to discharge, and 1 am 
confident that under our administration 
the province of British Columbia will 
get the very best value lor these lands 
that in tho circumstances can by any 
manner of possibility be secured. 
(Cheers.) 

Opposition Inconsistency. 

Hon. W. .r Bowser thought it strange 
that the members on the other side of 
tin- house were not prepared to accept 
the legal opinion of a gentleman (Mr. 
Charles Wilson) to whom the member 
for Delta had alluded in such glowing 
terms when referring recently to the 
McKenzle King commission in Van- 
couver.

ion of the management of that corpora- 
tion, the extent of ground Which had 
been provided was not at all adequate 
for the purpose for Which It was In- 
tended, and that in the completion of 
the scheme which was under considera- 
tion for the laying out of a terminal 
city it was quite Impossible to make 
any substantial and effectual progress 
with the work until Hie entire acreage, 
83,000 in all, hud been definitely alien- 
ated to that corporation.

EXECUTIVE TO MEET 
WARRING INTERESTS 

Delegations From City and Lo- 
■ cal Corporations to Meet 
Government 



The provincial government will meet 
the representatives of the city, the 
Esquimau Water company and tho B. 
O. Electric company at 10 /o'clock, 
March 10. An opportunity will be 
given tho various interests to present 
their views upon the Increased powers 
with regard to waterworks and water- 
power, and the government will en- 
deavor to satisfy tho city and at tho 
same timo obsorvo the rights of the 
corporations effected. Hon. Dr. Young-, 
provincial secretary, notified IT, U. 
Thomson, M. !'• P- £°r Victoria, to this 
effect yesterday. 

Just what action the, government 
will take In the matter is not known, 
but it is thought that a working ar- 
rangement may be effected which will 
permit of the city's proceeding with 
its preliminary work upon the propos- 
ed waterworks addition. 

H. B. Thomson, who introduced the 
city's bill into the house and fought 
its case In committee, succeeded In 
obtaining permission from the Esqui- 
mau Water company for the city to 
go upon Its lands at Coldstream to 
make the surveys for the proposed 
tunnel. Whether or not this will be 
accepted has not been announced. 

Tho conference on Monday, March 
16, will be held In the executive room 
at the parliament buildings.

In 
assenting to this clause, I am inllu- 
eneed by the fact that since the agree- 
ment was made, a change has been af- 
fected and the company has acquired 
rights and did we not endorse this, it 
would savor of repudiation. 

J. II. Hawthornthwalte: AYc (the 
Socialists) were hounded from one end 
of British Columbia to the other by 
the Liberal press for swallowing, as 
they said then, this Kalen island deal. 
Ho has just swallowed it now. 

J. A. Macdonald: My lion, friend is 
playing as usual to the galleries. Tho 
circumstances have, changed. 

J. II. Hawthornthwalto: I don't, 
know whether it is worse to play to 
the galleries than to the corporations. 

Mr. Macdonald: My lion, friend lias 
played to both. 

Passages-at- Arms. 

Mr. Oliver followed with a lengthy 
resume of the Kalen island deal and 
the proceedings of the house upon that 
matter. He claimed that J. II. Haw-' 
thornthvvalte had reversed his position 
la voting against the clause confirm- 
ing the Kalen island deal. Ho had 
voted in favor of the original arrange- 
ment by opposing the vote of want of 
confidence introduced at that time. 

.Mr. Hawthornthwalte followed with 
a defence of his action and In the 
course of his remarks stated that Mr. 
Macdonald had "falsely and deliber- 
ately" misrepresented his action in tho 
Kalen island matter. 

Mr. Macdonald asked that the words 
be taken down. 

Mr. Boss, chairman of committee, 
asked tho member for Nanalmo to 
withdraw the offensive remarks. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte refused. ]n 
the course of his remarks he stated 
that Mr. Macdonald's remarks were 
"cowardly and contemptible." 

Hon. Richard McBride pointed out 
that some little lapse of memory on 
the part of the member for Delta and 
some little misunderstanding on the 
part of the member for Nanalmo Was 
Impeding the business of the house, 
lie suggested Hint both parlies with- 
draw their remarks. 

Mr. Macdonald insisted that the 
chair should Insist that the rules of 
the house be followed. 

Mr. Oliver refused to make any ad- 
mission that be had w-< d any language 
which lie should withdraw. He had 
no recollection of using the words to 
which Mr. Hawthornthwalto objected. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte also refused to 
retract his words. He would not be 
"bulldozed" by the Liberals, who were 
too cowardly to cum, out. and defend 
themselves, but preferred to hide be- 
hind the rules of the. house. 



tho word workmen. This would pro- 
vide that the wages paid upon the 
undertaking should always be equal to 
tho wages pnld white workmen in tho 
same districts. 

Hon. Mr. McBride: I have read to 
tho house tho letter of the second 
vice-president of tho company con- 
veying the assurance that only white 
lahor will be employod unless It be. 
found absolutely impossible to proceed 
with the construction of the road un- 
der these conditions, while he further 
adds that ho is quite prepared to put 
this assurance into legal shape. And, 
I may say, that it Is our intention to 
press for the full observance in every 
respect of our rights under that as- 
surance as fur as we reasonably can. 
(Cheers.) I will not on the present 
occasion repeat the argument i'i re • 
gard to tho risk of disallowance a: Ot- 
tawa, If the term white men is ex- 
pressly included in this agreement, 
but as we are all well aware the ad- 
ministration at Ottawa stands in very 
close association with this railway 
company. (Hear, hear.) For the rea- 
sons which I havo given \ cannot ac- 
cept the amendment. 

Impossible to Accept 

Mr. Macdonald objected that the 
government had been willing to ac- 
cept the same proposal when tho Rail- 
way Assessment act was under con- 
sideration. Why not in this instance? 

Hon. Mr. MqBrlde; . I can only re- 
peat, sir, that the government has 
made the very best possible bargain 
that wo could arrange with this com-J 
pany. Wo know that the Dominion! 
government, which supplies a 75 per 
cent bond Interest guarantee, has 'and 
must have a tremendous influence 
upon this company's destinies, and our 
eyes must not be shut to the fact that 
the government at Ottawa which 
practically has control of the under- 
taking must be consulted In the mat- 
ter. We have, however, the assur- 
ance of the second vice-president in 
respect to the falr-wngo clause, and 
I think that 1 am Quite safe In asking 
the committee under these conditions 
and in these circumstances to accept 
this agreement In Its entirety. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Macdonald: The Dominion gov- 
ernment is not spending a dollar on 
the road. It merely guarantees the 
bonds of the company. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser: But the more 
the road costs tho greater must the 
guarantee be. although there is no 
ground for the presumption that the 
enterprise will be a failure. 

J. H. Hawthornthwalte moved that 
the clause be amended by the addition 
of a subsection providing that any 
wages paid should not be less than 
$2.50 per day. 

The amendment was rejected, on 
tho division, John Jardine and Harry 
Jones voting with the Socialists. 

The clause was passed without 
amendment. 

Sale of Lots 

Mr. Macdonald offered an amend- 
ment providing, that the railway com- 
pany should be prepared within one 
month of tho approval of the subdi- 
vision, to offer for sale at public 
auction at least one-quarter of the 
lots. 

Hon. Mr. McBride: I understand 
that this Is in line with the hon. 
gentleman's speech the other day, and 
1 may say that I to a very consider- 
able extent concur in that sentiment. 

I havo reason, however, for tho be- 
lief that these lots will, within a de- 
finite period, be placed- on tho market, 
and I have much pleasure in inform- 
ing the committee that I have the 
assurance of the representatives of the 
company that just so soon as the sur- 
vey of these lots Is approved by the 
chief commissioner of lands and 
works, they will be put upon the 
market for sale. (Cheers.) And I 
would say, that at the furthest, this 
period will be September 30 next. I 
am myself quite satisfied with this 
assurance, and I will ask the com-' 
mltteo to accept my statement In the 
matter. (Cheers.) 

Upon Mr. Macdonald's continuing 
his objection Hon. Mr. McBride said ; 
"The hop. gentleman evidently doubts 
very much the bona fides of this cor- 
poration (hear, hear), and notwith- 
standing all that has been said upon 
the subject, insists that the company 
will abuse Its rights. But is It not 
clear that just so soon as settlement 
takes place at Prince Rupert a con- 
siderable population will be assembled 
with all the wants necessary to jus- 
tify the incorporation of a municipal- 
ity, clothed with the full powers ne- 
cessary for the Imposition of local 
taxation in order to carry on the pub- 
lie business of the place. And this 
company in the ordinary course of 
events could never afford to hold back 
the disposition of thetr property in the 
face of the power vested in the muni- 
cipality for the levy of taxation for 
local purposes. (Hear, hear.) It 
would be Just as well to Insist upon 
the adoption of this principle In the 
handling of crown lands, and to re- 
quire the disposition of the property 
in connection with the laying out of 
townsltes within a limited time. Ida

In reply to In-. Kergln the premier 
stated that nothing would be done in 
placing these lots on the market until 
the chief commissioner had approved 
of the plans. 

Purchaso of Supplies 

Upon clause 14 being reached, .Mr. 
Macdonald said that this was a rea- 
sonable concession to the merchants of 
the province. He moved, however, 
that tho clause should be amended to 
read: 

14. Tho railway company agrees to 
purchase all material and supplies re- 
quired for the construction of Its 
railway through the province o( Brit- 
ish Columbia from manufacturers, 
merchants and dealers within tho 
province, when such material and sup- 
plies can bo purchased In desirable 
quantities and of equal quality, suit- 
able for the purposes for which they 
are required. 

Hon, W. .1. Bowser said that lie 
would willingly accept this amendment 
If it were possible to do so with the 
consent of the railway company. The 
question had been threshed out In tho 
course of the negotiations with- the 
railway officials. They had been un- 
able to agree. Then vouchors had to 
bo passed by tho Dominion engineer, 
Mr. Scrlbor. He might hold up an 
item if ho found tho company was 
paying $l.f>0 for articles In British Co- 
lumbia which could bo. obtained for $1 
elsewhere 

The amendment wns rejected.

Bill Is Committed 

The 'bill entitled An Act to amend 
An Act regarding a Certificate issued 
to the Greenwood City Waterworks 
Company under the provisions of tho 
Water Clauses Consolidation Act, 
1897, was then committed, and the re- 
port received. 

Tho bill entitled An Act to amend 
the Interpretation Act, was given sec- 
ond reading. 

.Tho house adjourned at 6.15 o'clock. 
After Recess. 

Sir. Speaker presented to the house 
the roport of tho librarian and suggest- 
ed that it bo printed) 

On motion of the Hon. Mr. Bowser, 
the house ordered this to be done. 

Hon. Mr. McBride moved tho adop-, 
tlon of the report on the Grand Trunk' 
Pacific company's agreement. 

Mr. Macdonald proposed tho follow- 
ing amendment: 

Section 1, line 2— To amend said 
section by insertfng between the words 
"confirmed" and "and" the words "as 
hereinafter varied or added to." 

The amendment was lost on a strict 
party vote, th<? Socialist members vot- 
ing with the opposition. 

Mr. Macdonald's Amendments. 

Mr. Mucdonald then moved tho fol- 
lowing amendments: 

Section 2— To add at the end of the 
section "save and except to mineral, 
placer or coal locations heretofore law- 
fully made and now existing." 

To amend clause of the schedule 
by Inserting between the words "thou- 
sand" and "feet," in the fourth line 
thereof, tho words "nor moro than two 
thousand." 

Section 3 — To strike out the follow- 
ing words In said section: "In any way 
he may deem conducive to the interests 
of the province," and to Insert in lieu 
thereof the words "at public auction." 

To amend clause 3 of the schedule by 
Inserting between the words "station" 
and "and," in the twelfth line o£ the 
said clause, the words "wharves, 
docks." 

These amendments wero successfully 
defeated on the same divisions. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite Follows Suit. 

Mr, Hawthornthwalte' moved In 
amendment that section 4, which rati- 
fies unci confirms tho grant of the 10,- 
000 acres in Kalen island to the com- 
pany, bo struck out. The only mem- 
bers who voted aye were Messrs. Haw- 
thornthwalte, Williams and Mclnnls, 
Socialist's, and Mr. Jardine, of Esqui- 
mau. 

Mr. Hawthornthwalte moved In 
amendment that section 9: 

Tho province agrees by free gi'ant 
to convey to the railway company 
such vacant crown lands as may be 
necessary for sidings, stations, em- 
bankments, cuts, bridges, culverts, 
drains, and other works and ap- 
proaches thereto. The crown lands 
mentioned in this clause shall bo lim- 
ited to' such quantity as tho lieuten- 
ant-governor In council may consider 
reasonable and necessary for the pur- 
poses of the railway company. 

This amendment only obtained the 
four supporters, which have already 
been mentioned. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite moved In 
amendment that the lowest rate of 
wages paid during the construction of 
tho road be not less than $2.50 a day. 

The amendment, however, only re- 
ceived the support of the Socialists, 
reinforced by Messrs. Jardine (Esqul- 
mault) and Harry Jones (Cariboo). 
Read Third Time 

Tho report was adopted, and on 
motion of the Hon. Mr. McBride tho 
bill was read the third time and pass- 
ed, being only opposed at this stage 
by tho Socialists and Mr. Jardine. 

The passage of tho bill was greeted 
with a loud demonstration of applause 
from tho members sitting on the gov- 
ernment benches, led by the premier. 
Crown Lands Act 

J. A. Macdonald In resuming the de- 
bate upon the act to amend and con- 
solidate tho laws affecting crown 
lands, referred to the question of the 
titles to timber lands, which were a 
frequent cause of complaint. 

Since 11)05 some 0,500,000 acres of 
timber land had been alienated and 
the title to these lands was only for 
21 years. It was pointed out by those 
Interested In tho preservation of the 
timber that this short term was fatal 
to forest preservation. 

Ho behoved that too much of the 
timber wealth had been alienated. 
That having been done It was the im- 
perative duty of the house to deal 
with the question and allay the un- 
rest. Was it better to make them 
strip the limits in 21 years or to ex- 
tend the time and encourage the con- 
servation of these important resources. 
He believed that it would be better to 
give a perpetual license which would 
Invite the holders to conserve limits 
for future revenue to themselves and 
to the province, to preserve it from 
fire, etc. 

He proposed introducing an amend- 
ment giving them tho right to renew 
from year to year subject to certain 
conditions, lie proposed to give the 
holders of tin- licenses the right to 
hold their limits by either the old or 
the new arrangement. They proposed 
to rflvo the lieutenant-governor in 
council the right to say that any 
lands denuded of timber which ho saw 
fit should be placed in Hie domain 
of agricultural lands. 

In this way the finances of the 
province would be conserved. 

Why This Sudden Interest 

Hon. Mr. McBride: Mr. Speaker, I 
havo listened with very considerable 
interest to the observations which 
have just fallen from tin; hon. the 
leader of the opposition In regard to 
tho proposal of the chief commissioner 
of lands and works to consolidate tho 
laws which relate to our crown lands, 
and I must say that tho hon. gentle- 
man is to 'bo congratulated upon tho 
deep interest which he seems at this 
time to take In the timber wealth of 
British Columbia. (Hear, hear.) 1 
can, however, readily recall, sir, cer- 
tain amendments which were passed 
by this house during tho last four 
sessions to this same act, In which 
the same timber wealth of this country 
was Involved, but I cannot recall, in 
connection with these amendments 
that the same Interest was evinced by 
my lion, friend In this great asset of 
British Columbia,- which he has ex- 
hibited tonight. (Hear, hear.) Now, 
sir, what Is the fault which lie. finds 
with this government on the present 
occasion'.' Ho seems to feel, Mr. 
Speaker, that the Interests of the pro- 
vince have been neglected In that, the 
chief commissioner has failed to bring 
down a measure containing a com- 
plete consolidation of tho acts that 
relate to 7 tho timber of Ibis country, 
Involving as well certain drastic 
changes In the law as It stands. 
Timber Men Disagroe 

It Is quite truo, sir, that during this 
session, and may I say, during the re- 
cess that followed last session, tho 
government o£ the day has been ap- 
proached by corporations and by In- 
dividuals, jwho. were interested In tho 
timber wealth of British Columbia, 
with the view of having: drastic 
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changes mado in the law as 
it stands today, which changes would 
of course be directed against the pre- 
sent plan of special licenses. Some 
corporations and certain individuals 
who approached us, urged strongly 
that the special license system as it 
at present obtains, Is wrong, and that 
it is neither in the interest of tho pro- 
vince nor of the license holder, that 
such a concession should any longer 
exist. 

On the other hand, sir, we have 
been approached by parsons with in- 
terests identical to those which I have 
just mentioned, who toll us that the 
special license system la Ideal and 
most well conceived, and one which 
must further redound to the credit of 
the government and to the Interests 
of all parties concerned. Then again, 
wo have been approached by the ox- 
pert on forestry, who has told us tho 
tale of the forest lands of the sister 
provinces in Canada as well as of tho 
middle States and of the far eastern 
countries, and we have been warned 
that unless we observe the very 
strictest supervision of our timber 
areas wo are. threatened within a 
comparatively short time with tho an- 
nihilation of what is today consider- 
ed a first-class asset of this country. 
(Hear, hear.) Further, Mr. Speaker, 
we have been visited by those who 
hold that they are experts in the mat- 
ter of arranging laws, and we are told 
by them that our present laws are 
capable of such adjustment as will 
make them far more effective than 
they are at the present time. In 
short, sir, from all sources, and parti- 
cularly during the past year, appeals 
have been mado to the government 
on this subject, so that at tho present 
moment we are In possession of data, 
the proper sifting of which would re- 
quire the work of experts for several 
months to come. (Hear, hear.) 
Will Take Time. 

Now, sir, the chief commissioner has 
advised me that he is quite sensible of 
tho situation which must bo faced, and 
that he Is well aware of the tremen- 
dous trust that has been placed In 
his hands, charged as he Is with what 
Is perhaps the most important depart- 
ment In the government of the- coun 
try, and he further feels It is high 
time that some steps should be taken 
towards the adjustment of these laws, 
in order to place on a permanent basis 
through legislation the administration 
of this whole system. (Hear, hear.) 
But, sir, when such an extremo diver- 
sity of opinion Is found, both in re- 
spect to expert advice as well as in the 
judgments of commercial men, taking 
diametrically opposite directions, is It 
not fair and reasonable that he should 
have time to work out a measure 
which would fully meet tho ends in 
viuw, and secure to the government 
tho right to exercise such a supervi- 
sion over our timber wealth, as will bo 
conducive to tho best interests of this 
far western province. And I can 
promise hon. gentlemen opposite that 
the chief commissioner will make the 
utmost endeavor to bring down at the 
next session, upon this most important 
subject, some comprehensive and well- 
framed policy which will command the 
admiration of the whole of Canada. 
(Applause.) It is quite true, sir, that 
British Columbia is today looked upon 
by expuet authorities as being perhaps 
the most promising section of the 
North American continent, in the re- 
gard to its timber assets; and It must 
follow that when tho government of 
the day proposes to specialize and to 
submit a comprehensive law upon tho 
subject, this law will be the very best 
that can possibly be drawn. (Cheery.) 
I understand, sir, that is is proposed 
to seek tho advice of the very highest 
authorities,' and to leave nothing un- 
done that will enable him to do the 
very best which can possibly bo done 
In the Interests of this province.

What Government Has Done. 
In tho meantime it may be asked, 
what has the government done? In re- 
ply I would ask hon. gentlemen to 
glance back over the work of the last 
four sessions. And what do we find? 
In tho first place, that timber leases 
Which from year to year had been 
granted have been abolished; that to- 
day It is no longer possible for either 
Individuals or corporations to secure 
from tho crown illimitable areas of 
timber by way of lease (Hear, hear), 
and that we have substituted for tho 
old lease system, which was not con- 
ceived in the best interests of tho pro- 
vince, the special license system, which, 
judging from what I can learn, has 
worked very, well, indeed, not only 
bringing into the treasury large sums 
of money, but at the same time attract- 
ing here capitalists who, beforo the. 
reputation of our forests had gone 
abroad, paid practically little or no 
attention to this part part of Canada. 
(Hear, hear.) And nils' policy has not 
only brought in such large sums di- 
rectly, but indirectly it has brought to 
bear upon the exploitation of our re- 
sources such aggregations of capital us 
must lend very considerably to the'gen- 
eral development of the province, antl 
must tend to bring about that splendid

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. MAKE THE SCHOOLS SAFE. 

A correspondent, whose letter we 
print this morning, speaks of the con- 
dition of tlio city schools in respect 
to fire escapes. She says the schools 
are absolutely without these ap- 
pliances, and wo assume .she 
has ascertained the facts be- 
fore writing-. Inquiry at the of- 
fice of the school board elicited an 
uncertain response, but what was said 
confirmed the statement in the letter. 
Our correspondent's contention that 
there Ought to be lire escapes upon 
every .school building of two or more 
storeys in height is, in our judgment, 
well founded. We are informed that 
several of the Trustees have already 
made the rounds of the schools with a 
view of ascertaining what ought to be 
done. There is only one answer to 
such a question, and it is that every- 
thing ought to be done, and . done at 
once, to render the sehoolhouses as 
safe for the exit of children as inge- 
nuity can make them. 

When wo speak of lire escapes in 
connect ion with sehoolhouses, we 
mean something very different from 
iron ladders going perpendicularly 
down the walls. To many small boys 
tind to most girls, such contrivances 
would be worse than useless. There 
ell gilt to be broad, substantial stairs, 
of easy slope, extending from the sec- 
i Ml and third storeys of all our school 
houses. Possibly such structures 
'would mar what little beauty the 
Jjulldhisrs possess In an architectural 
s'ensp, but we can afford to sacrifice 
liiis to safety. We submit also that. In 
i Ituro no schoolhouse In Victoria 
should lie more llinii two storeys high. 
Land Is nut so valuable here that it. is 
necessary to have schoolrooms In the 
.third' storeys of buildings. Doubtless 
the tjaiiget from live in our school 
LouVes is much less tliaii in localities 
where the temperature falls lower 
i.ijiii here, but II is impossible to elim- 
inate danger wholly, and provision 
ou^llt to be made against any eventu- 
alities. We arc not aware that any o£ 
the private schools, occupy anything 
above the ground door as classrooms, 
li it if they do. the same precautions 
should be insisted on in. their case aa 
hi the public schools. We hope that 
this matter will not simply be the sub- 
ject of a day or two's talk and then lie 
forgot ten.

city council appoint a committee to in- 
vestigate all our schools, churches or 
assembly halls, lest our turn should 
conn; to weep over such a calamity? 1 
was in the gallery of tin: A. O. U. W. 
hall at uie or Miss Murrutt's lectures; 
the door at the rear was locked, and ho 
tiiose in the gallery had to descend to 
the floor of the house, close to the plat- 
form. What would they have done In 
a panic? Why, dropped over on to the 
beads of those beneath rather than be 
the last to leave a burning building. I 
heard some ladies talking re the <sxlts 
from the Victoria theatre ut tlie Orion 
club concert. They said there was a 
door half across a passage and only 
one could pass at a time: It took them 
half nn hour to get out. The awful pos- 
sibilities of such an arrangement will 
not bear reflection. Every gallery 
should have a. separate and sufficient 
exit to the street, and the people emerg- 
ing should not meet those coming out 
from other doors. All doors should 
open outwards and should be kept un- 
locked while the audience is within. 
Failure In this point schould Involve the 
withdrawal of license. The safety bolt 
prescribed by the London county coun- 
cil which yields nt'.once on pressure 
from within is advisable. Buildings lit 
by electric light should have gas In 
addition, and Inspectors should see that 
It Is alight, for a Sudden darkness Is a 
frequent cause of panic. No school or 
public building should be exempt from 
these rules; stringency may seem harsh 
but it Is only true kindness. As one 
who has spoken In many hundreds of 
public buildings and churches and has 
often wondered where the speaker 
would be In case of fire or panic, I feel 
I have n right to subscribe myself.

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Wc observe from tho newspapers 
now coming to hand from various parts 
of Canada that Dr.' Thompson's inflam- 
matory speech" -In the Commons ttiiri 
other day on the question of Imperial 
policy towards Canada has elicited uni- 
versal condemnation, and that all 
critics are quite In accord with the 
view expressed by Tho Colonist . im- 
mediately the telegraphic summary of 
;tho speech came under its notice. Yes- 
terday we reproduced the opinion of 
the Montreal Star. Here is what the 
Hamilton Spectator says, under the 
caption, "Wild Talk": 
i'S Mr. Thompson, who represents the 
Yukon district In the Dominion parlia- 
ment, made a speech in -the, .house yes- 
terday, the temper of which must bo 
regretted by Canadians generally. Ho 
denounced the methods of British di- 
plomacy in dealing with Canadian In- 
terests, maintaining that Canada was 
sacrificed for the sake of securing tho 
friendship of (the United States. In his 
opinion this country should have Its 
own navy and should take such action 
as would remove the stigma of colon- 
ialism from her status among the na- 
tions. It is possibly the accident of 
environment that causes the Yukon 
member to thus break out. Coming as 
he does from a territory where men are 
educated to talk big, and where knowl- 
edge of and respect for long-estab- 
lished conditions are found only In 
negative quantity, there may be some 
excuse for him. At the same time, he 
would be in better business were lie to 
devo.to his time to a more careful study 
of the subject he disposes of in so oil- 
hand a manner. It is an easy matter 
as tho gold-dusted Yukon mind sees 
it for Canada .to have a navy of her 
own .sufficient to protect herself from 
invaders; to tho mind more in touch 
with the many difficulties surrounding 
the bringing into effect of such a pro- 
posal it does hot appear so easy, neither 
qoes it appear desirable. The judg- 
ment of Canadians is that British con- 
nection is something wo cannot afford 
to trea.t lightly; something that is most 
desirable for .this country when its fu- 
ture is considered.- So long as that 
judgment holds, we must - accept out- 
place in the empire relationship and 
trust that British diplomacy in dealing 
with our a'ftairs, as also with those of 
our sister colonies, is doing tho thing 
that seems best for the part, not only 
as a part, but also in its relation to 
the empire whole. And if Mr. Thomp- 
son will take tho trouble .to study the 
thing out, we bclto-ve he will change 
his opinion in respect of British di- 
plomacy, so far as Canada is concerned. 
The records may show instances where 
it has seemed this country was badly 
treated, but on the whole wo believe 
ihat Bn.tish diplomacy will bo .found to 
have dono much better for Canada than 
this country could have hoped to do 
for herself, oven though backed by that 
navy which the Yukon member would 
have us build* ■. ■ 

'1 Just a littlo bofore polling day the 
St. John Sim, the organ of the govern- 
rhent which has just gone down to do- 
feat In New Brunswick, boasted that 
the administration was going into bat- 
tlo supported by a.11 the Liberals, in 
theJ province. Will thQ, (Victoria Times 
be good enough to explain how this 
statement can be. made to square with 
its argument that the result of tho 
contest in the eastern province cannot 
be . Interpreted as a blow to Liberal- 
ism? Wo quote from the Sun: 

Five years ago the opposition press 
was more eonlldent of victory In the 
province at large, and especially In St. 
John City, than it professes to be now. 
And it had more reason to be eon- 
lldent. The government of that day 
had. tho. whole Conservative party 
against it and hundreds of prominent 
Liberals. Today the government is 
opposed only by the Conservatives. In 
every constituency the Liberals have 
rallied to its support and in many 
counties the government candidates 
are men who won: actively in oppoil- 
tion live years ago.

A capacity for making friends and a 
shrewd knowledge of what was inter- 
esting his public combined to make 
Sir James Knowles, whose death has 
just occurred the successful editor he 
undoubtedly was, first of the "Con- 
temporary," and afterwards of the 
•'Nineteenth Century." When he quar- 
relled with the proprietors of the for- 
mer thirty years ago, and started his 
own review, he was, say3 tho "Globe" 
able to count upon the support of 
Gladstone and Tennyson, and of many 
other men famous In literature and 
affairs. 

It was this capacity of securing the 
friendship of the eminent which stood 
him in good stead even In earlier years 
when he practiced as an architect. For 
the late Baron Grant he built the 
handsome residence Kensington 
House, demolished at the time of the 
financier's bankruptcy. Tho site is now 
covered by Kensington Court, ft was 
Knowles who designed for Tennyson 
the now historic Aldworth. One of his 
earliest efforts \vas the Thatched 
House Club. Sir James Knowles, who 
was in many ways a remarkable man, 
had reached his seventy-seventh 
year, .„ • . ,, 

Probably no man in his time, unless 
It be the King himself, could boast the 
personal acquaintance of so many dis- 
tinguished men as Sir James Knowles. 
He enjoyed numerous triumphs as an 
editor, but perhaps, says the "West- 
minster Gazette,'' there is none in res- 
pect of which ho found more satisfac- 
tion than the manner in which he out- 
witted certain clever folk when it be- 
came necessary . to change the name of 
his periodical; "The Twentieth Cen- 
tury" and all other likely titles had 
been registered in anticipation that ho 
would be compelled to purchase one 
or other of them. The "Nineteenth 
Century and After" was a solution 
whjch the shrewdest had not foreseen. 

Enormous as was the price — 1,900 
guineas — paid at Christie's the other 
day for a Louis. XIV. settee and six 
fauteulls, it is insignificant compared 
with the £20,000 given, not long ago 
by a French collector to Mr. Charles 
Wertheimer for half a dozen Louis 
XVI, chairs upholstered in Gobelin 
tapestry, and originally made for the 
ill-fated Marie Antoinette. And even 
such a figure as this would scarcely 
have alarmed tin; Indian prince who 
recently startled the world by ordering 
a suite of furniture in solid silver. In 
the Lelong sale in Paris about five 
years ago Messrs. Duveen paid £«,- 
S80 for four fauteulls of the Regency 
period; and in the Page-Turner, sale 
of the same year a Louis XV suite of 
four pieces realized £1,7:12 10«. At the 
Londesborough sale a suite of uncom- 
mon Interest was bought by the Ra- 
jah of Durbhaugly for a thousand 
guineas. It had originally been pre- 
sented by Tippoo Sahib to Warren 
Hastings, and consisted of four- arm- 
chairs, a- sofa, two small cabinets, and 
a card table, all of solid ivory, exquis- 
itely carved. 

My Lords of the Admiralty, who 
have been vastly concerned ' over the 
supposed leakage of official secrets to 
a Sunday contemporary, seem, says 
the. Pall Mall Gazette, to have struck 
the wrong scent, but they arc only I 
too well aware perhaps how the pro- 
foundest secrets arc liable to be dis- | 
closed. As a rule the offender is an | 
underling who Is ready to sell bis 
knowledge at a price. So high a per- 
sonage as Queen Victoria was once 
the unwitting means of disclosing 
state intelligence during the Crimean 
crisis. A lady who had slight claims 
on Her Majesty wrote asking lor an 
appointment in the royal navy for 
her son. The Queen, in reply, asked 
her to set her mind at rest, for "the 
fleet is going to the Baltic, and your 
bov shall go with it." In return the 
mother told Miss Martlneau, who Im- 
mediately realized the importance of 
this intelligence of naval movements, 
and supplied a morning paper with a 
magnificent "scoop." 

Admiral Sir Harry Lawson, whoso 
Governorship of New South Wales has 
been extended for an additional year, 
has become exceedingly popular in the 
mother Slate of tho Commonwealth. 
He. has had a somewhat crowded car- 
eer. Born in Lancashire in 1843, he 
joined tho Royal Navy In 18. r >7, and 
during tho next three years was In the | 
thick of tho fighting on the coast or 
China. For three months ho was In 
command of a force, of 1,500 Chinese 
engaged in the defence of Ning-Po 
against the. rebels. He hoisted the 
British flag In Cyprus, served as prin- 
cipal transport "otrie'er in "Egypt, took 
part In further lighting at Benin and 
Zanzibar, anil 1ms commanded the 
Channel Squadron. 
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London Dally Express.— If is stated 
that tho Government has at length ar- 
rived at an agreement as to the terms 
or the Licensing Bill, and it is prob- 
able that with his usual ucuteness Sir 
Henry Campbell-Ban nerman has man- 
aged to placate tho largest possiblo 
number of his supporters. But, 
wJiether the Bill to bo Introduced by 
Mr. Asquith delights Mr. Lief Jones 
and the extremists or Is drawn with 
an eyo on Sir T. P. Whittaker, tho fact 
remains that it is demanded by no 
public necessity, that it threatens fur- 
ther destruction to a perfectly legiti- 
mate Industry, and that it is part of 
the Government's programme, not from 
any real conviction of its desirability, 
but merely to secure the votes of Ve- 
hement fanatics. The liberty of tho 
subject is threatened, the convenience 
of the- law-abiding citizen is jeopard- 
ised, and the savings of the far-seeing 
and tho self-sacrlflcJus arc to be con- 
Ilscated in order that it may bo prov- 
ed onco again that men cannot be 
made well-conducted and self-respect- 
ing by Act of Parliament,. Prevent 
men by law from doing what they have 
every right to do and you call into 
being and practice unworthy methods 
of evading the provisions of the law. 
There is no reason or justice in hin- 
dering tho many In perfectly . reason- 
able actions because certain individu- 
als become a public nuisance. When 
the further consequence of tills law- 
making Is reached of destroying the 
public confidence and Impoverishing 
the thrifty to satisfy the demands of a 
small body of' common-senseless agi- 
tators the" undesirable culminates in 
Hie unjust. The humorously miscalled 
"temperance" legislation is tho nega- 
tion of true Liberalism. It is an at- 
tempt to hamper Individual actions, 
and is justified neither by experience 
nor necessity. - 

London Dally Mail.— Nearly thirty 
years after Blsmark waged his suc- 
cessful campaign for the purchase of 
the Prussian railways the nationalisa- 
tion of tho British railway system has 
become a question of practical poll- 
tics. Mr. Lloyd-George, the most 
businesslike of our statesmen, last 
week declared himself in favor of a 
thorough inquiry by the Board of 
Trade into the workings of the British 
railways. Whatever its results, such 
an inquiry can do ' nothing but good. 
It will sift the accumulating volumo 
of evidence. It will demonstrate 
whether tho faults that are charged 
against the British railway companies 
proced from unregulated competition 
or aro due to other conditions. It will 
also, we trusty collect full information 
as to the workings of the Prussian 
lines and of the other great State rail- 
way systems in civilized countries. But 
when comparing Prussian and British 
railways there are certain very Im- 
portant facts which must be kept in 
mind. The Prussian railways, with 
few exceptions, ran through Hat coun- 
trv, where no serious engineering dif- 
ficulties had to be encountered. They 
were therefore cheaply built at the 
outset — all the more cheaply because 
there was no Parliamentary opposition 
with which to reckon. Tho total cap- 
ital sunk in all the Gorman railways, 
Including the Prussian and other State 
lines, was in 1S7D only £400,000,000. 
The capital sunk In the British rail* 
ways up to 1906 was £ l,2S6,000,00(l, 
and, though this includes a certain 
amount of "water" or purely nominal 
capital, against such "water" must bp 
set the premiums received on capital 
which was issued at a price above the 
nominal value. It is clearly a much 
moro serious financial operation to 
take over a system the cost of which 
stands at £ 1,28(1,000.000 than to take 
over private lines tho total cost of 
Which was only about £150,000,000, 
and which existed side by side with a 
great State system. The first requis- 
ite, however, 'is to know tho facts — to 
seu them steadily, and see them whole 
When the inquiry lias tested them we 
can determine the best course to adopt 
from the standpoint of British inter- 
ests. 

Referring to tho proceedings at the 
unveiling of the Queen Victoria Me- 
morial In Dublin, tho London Morning 
Post savs:— It is a matter for general 
satisfaction to all Irishmen that this 
statue should have been completed in 
a manner worthy of its subject and of 
Its position In Dublin. Her .Majesty's 
affection for her Irish subjects was 
well known; of their hearty loyalty 
she was well assured; and the happy 
memory which she retained of earlier 
visits was published t» tho present 
generation when in the last year of 
her life she spontaneously determined 
to visit Ireland at the cost of great 
personal effort. The circumstances of 
that visit will never be forgotten. Her 
Majesty's arrival in the Irish capital 
was Ww occasion of an outburst of 
loyalty which will never be forgotten 
by those who witnessed it. It is not 
too much to say that this single action 
of Queen Victoria did more to bring 
Ireland and England together than a 
hundred acts of remedial legislation 
and a million conciliatory speeches by 
English politicians. Irishmen are ever 
attached to personalities rather than 
to laws and institutions. They recog- 
nised in the Queen's visit the admis- 
sion of a. duty towards their country 
which had never been forgotten by 
Her Majesty, and which hail beeri 
merely obscured by the advice of timid 
counsellors, who were foolish enough 
to think that such a visit might bo un - 
safe. Wo are happy today to see that 
this recognition has assumed material 
shape, and we art happy also to know- 
that affection for Ireland is one of tho 
many valuable characteristics which: 
the Queen has transmitted to her son,' 
King Edward VII. Ireland has never 
had a ruler more sympathetic than 
His Majesty, and in paying this not- 
able respect to the memory of tho 
mother the Irish nation offers a tribute 
to the qualities and feelings which, as 
they know, inspire tho son. 

STEAMERS FROM SOUND 
FREE F ROM C LEARANCE 

Dill to Remove Fees From Vessels 
Which Ply Regular to British 
Columbia Ports 

Tin- steamers which ply to Victoria 
and Vancouver from Puget Sound ports 
more t ha u thrice a week are to bo ex- 
empted from entry and clearance fees 
by tho United States government. A 
bill for this purpose has just been re- 
ported favorably upon at Washington. 
C G Cokcr, assistant manager of the 
Puget Sound Navigation company, who 
was Interviewed regarding the proposed 
change said: "This hJUl Is Important to 
Puget Sound shipping. It means that 
all the vessels plying, on tho sound to 
Canadian ports will be put- on the same, 
plane as the railroads, which aro not 
obliged to make any payments similar 
to the. clearance fees. The law, as 
originally passed, had no Intention of 
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putting these fees on the coasting ves- 
sels. They were intended only to ap- 
ply to ocean-going vessels. Every time 
one of the small sound steamers clears 
It means a payment of from $6 to $S, 
and this amounts up to a large sum in 
a year. 

"The vessels of the Great Lakes, 
which are operated practically in op- 
position to the railroads, have tho bene- 
fit of a law similar 'to that introduced 
by Representative Humphrey, and it is 
only fair that the Sound steamships 
should 'be placed on the same basis. II 
the bju is suCcesSfjHly carried the re- 
ductioit will apply'td the Canadian ves- 
sels as well, ami it should result in 
great stimulus to the merchant marine 
of tho Sound. 

"As far as our company is con- 
cerned, It wlirmean that wo will prob- 
ably run two trips between Victoria 
and .Seattle instead of one, as at pres- 
ent, and also instal a ferry service be- 
tween Port Angeles and Victoria as 
well. I do not know whether the Can- 
adian government will remove Its fees 
or not, but In any event they are only 
nominal, being just $1.'*

Highly satisfactory reports of the 
work being done at the Tranqulllo 
sanitarium Instituted by the British 
Columbia Anti-Tuberculosis society 
were submitted at the first annual 
mooting of the governors of that body 
held last evening at the flty hull. In 
the short time since the campaign 
against tho ravages of the white 
plague was actively begun In this 
province the .society, litis dono an Im- 
mense amount of work and -while, as 
was pointed out at last night's meet- 
ing, there is need of every effort be- 
ing made to raise tho necessary funds 
to successfully carry on the work, the 
success which has so far been achiev- 
ed hiu been in excess of the expec- 
tations of the most sanguine of those 
Interested In the association's welfare. 

The meeting was well attended, 
those present being:: Mayor Hall, In 
the chair, Mrs. It. C. Janion, Mrs. H. 
It. Munn, Mrs. A. It. Robertson, Mrs. 
Hi G. Boss, 'Mrs. Ilardle, Mrs. llamJl, 
Mrs. Gordon (Kamloops), Mrs. Shaw, 
Mr. and Mrs. M. Hopkins, Miss Leltclt, 
Mrs. Roper (.Kamloops), Mrs. and 
Miss Herbert, It.

P. Latts, P. Donnelly, James M. Mc- 
Vlttie and B. P. Pettipieco (Vancou- 
ver), A. J. Dallaln, Doctors P. T.

Dr. Pagan, the secretary of the so- 
ciety, read telegrams from B. Marpole, 
president of the society, and Bishop 
Perrln, both of whom regretted that 
owing to their absence from the city 
they were unable to be present. 
Directors' Roport 

Tho following report of tho boaWl 
of directors was read and adopted: 

The first annual report of the board 
of directors of the British Columbia 
Anti-Tuberculosis society, for the year 
ending December 31, 1007. 

Presented at the annual general 
meeting of tho governors on March G, 
190S. 

Tho board of directors beg to pre- 
sent their report for tho year 1907 to 
tho governors and subscribers. 

An act of incorporation was passed 
at the session of the legislative assem- 
bly for 1907 and n provisional board 
of directors appointed. 

On May 11 a general public meet- 
ing was held at which a constitution 
was adopted and the present board of 
directors was elected. 

Tho first meeting of tho board was 
held on May 11. Rev. W. Lesllo Clay 
was elected chairman, and an execu- 
tive committee was appointed and giv- 
en full powers to act in the best in- 
terests of the society. 

A sub-commltteo consisting of Drs, 
W. Stephen, B. P. Walker and C. J. 
Pagan and Messrs. A. S. Barl/m and 
M, Gordon was appointed to visit and 
examine into certain proposed 'sites 
for a hospital for consumptives,' with 
a request to report to a full meeting 
of tho board of directors. 

Tho boiird met in Vancouver on 
July 24. A report was presented by 
the site committee. This report rec- 
ommended that the property known as 
Tranqullle ranch be purchased, and 
further stated that an option on same 
was procured for tho sum of" SCS.OOO 
on favorable terms.' These terms were 
$25,000 cash, balance to remain on 
mortgage for seven years at f, per 
cent; but providing for the payment 
or $5,000 In eighteen months if the 
vendor needed the money. The ven- 
dor agreed to contribute the sum of 
$1,000 towards tho funds of the socle- 
tv. The particulars of the option may 
be seen in the medical superintend- 
ent's and manager's reports. The re- 
port as presented by the site commit- 
tee was adopted. 

Purcliaso of Ranch. 

An executive committee, consisting 
of Mr. M. Gordon and Doctors W. Ste- 
phen and ("'. J. Pagan, was appointed, 
with instructions to complete the pur- 
chase, and also to take such action as 
seemed advisable, looking towards the 
commencement of the actual and prac- 
tical work of tho society In, the matter 
of caring for and treatment of con- 
sumptives. 

Tho executive' committee according- 
ly visited Tranqulllo on August 10, and 
after consultation and further consid- 
eration of the terms of the option 
taken from Mr. William Fortune, they 
duly and formally paid over to Mr. 
Fortune the first payment of $25,000. 
It was then stated that the deeds for 
tho property and the details as to 
conditions of option would be thor- 
oughly examined Into, and when all 
mutters were found to be in order by 
our legal adviser, a mortgage for $32,- 
000, would be executed. 

Tho committee! decided to take with 
them an architect, ami selected .Mr. 
Dal ton. Mr. Dalton vory kindly ten- 
dered his services free of cost, and on 
August 17 visited Tranqullle with your 
committee. Tho different houses were 
inspected, and certain suggestions 
made, and subsequently .Air. Dalton 
submitted his plans. 

On September (i Dr. Pagan went to 
Tranqullle to superintend the changes 
proposed to be made In tho building, 
and the disinfection and cleansing of 
the same. He remained there until 
October 22, and with the concurrence 
of the committee the following changes 
were made: 

Needed Improvements. 

Tho verandah of the larger house 
was extended so as to be a ten-foot 
verandah. The sitting-room was also 
extended by adding two more rooms 
and building in k an open fireplace. 
All paper was removed from tho walls 
with two exceptions, anil the house 
was thoroughly washed many times 
and disinfected In such a way as to 
render II, as far as euro and necessary 
precaution can do so, free from con- 
tamination. All carpets, rugs, curtains 
and other matter of a like nature have 
been removed. It is to be regretted 
that It was considered absolutely nec- 
essary to destroy by burning most of 
such material.- The walls of the en- 
tire building on the inside are painted 
with three coats of paint, consisting of 
one coal, of varnish and two coatH of 
lead and oil. The doors aro stained 
and waxed, and the new work on tho 
outside Is lo receive one coal of while 
paint. This building consists of eleven 
bedrooms; one sitting-room, nun din- 
ing-room, one kitchen with pantries, 
anil one small room for the matron. 
Many Alterations. 

Smaller buildings-Tills building Is 
comparatively newly constructed, and 
condL.ts of livo rooms upstairs and 



three rooms downstairs. It was in no 
way suitable for .the handling of pa- 
tients, and considerable alterations 
were deemed absolutely necessary. A 
largo verandah of ten feet in width 
was constructed and two new chim- 
neys and' fireplaces wore built. An- 
other verandah was. built on tho upper 
story about six foot wide and opening 
in by a small French door, to a 0x10 
foot room. There was no water-closet 
or bathroom In this building, and a 
room at the back Is now fully equip- 
ped with water-closet, bath and basin. 
This cottage will accommodate livo 
patients and one nurse. It Is consid- 
ered that it will bo the choicest place 
for residence, and therefore could be. 
set apart for patients willing to pay a 
higher rate than that adopted by tho 
constitution. ! 

Venllators have been supplied for 
both houses. 

A septic tank system lias been in- 
stalled, as there are no means what- 
ever for handling the sewage. 

Tho commute eappolnted a manager 
for the farm, Mr. W. W. Shaw, at a 
salary of $125 a month. Mr. 'Shaw- 
was highly recommended, and after 
meeting with tho committee seemed to 
fulfil] all the requirements for such ft 
position. He agreod to accept tho 
work for ono year at the above rate. 
Tho committee feels that tho right 
man has been appointed, and that 
actual returns will sustain this. 

The board of directors met in Vic- 
toria on October 111. 

Tho board of directors mot in Vic- 
toria on October 31, . 

A report of tho action adopted by 
the executive committee as above de- 
tailed, was submitted »and approved. 
Sub-committees, one for finance and 
another for drawing up rules and reg- 
ulations regarding tho management of 
the sanatorium were appointed. Dr. 
B. W. Irving was appointed medical 
superintendent, and Miss Matheson. 
matron, and many other matters of 
Importance were settled. 

Final Inspection 

On November 7, the executive com- 
mittee, consisting of Mr. M. Gordon, 
Drs. W. Stephen and C. J. Pagan, vis- 
ited Tranqullle and examined the 
work dono preparatory to tho admis- 
sion of patients. The houses, grounds 
and general appointments were found 
to be in good order, and Improve- 
ments were Hearing completion. 

Tho committee met Mr. Fortune at 
his solicitor's olllco with the Intention 
of completing tho terms of the sale, 
It was found that Mr. Fortune had 
not yet got a deed from Mr. Cooney 
defining their line of division of pro- 
perties, It was also found that a 
Chinaman laid claim to certain lands 
which Mr. Fortune had agreed to deed 
to the society. The committee asked 
Mr. Fortune to settle these matters, 
and refused to sign the mortgage till 
every matter in connection with above 
is arranged to the satisfaction of Mr. 
L'bcrts, our solicitor. 

The sanatorium wttH opened on 
November 28 by the admission of 10 
patients, which number was gradually 
increased up to 16. This was the full 
complement capable of being handlod. 

On the request of the medical sup- 
erintendent the executive committee 
visited Tranqulllo on January 10. 
Many points were discussed, and com- 
plete arrangements made for the 
management and conduct of the in- 
stitution, .wl ■< 

Applications for admission became 
so pressing that the executive decided 
to build two cottages, one to accom- 
modate four nmlMthQ other two pati- 
ents. The cost of building and equip- 
ping these cottages was met by the 
Vancouver Auxiliary Society. This 
increased our capacity to furnish ac- 
commodation for 22 patients. 

Appeal For Admission 

Again the appeals for admission be- 
came so pressing, that orders were 
Issued to build and equip two addi- 
tional cottages. These are now ready 
for use, and a selection will Immedi- 
ately 'be made from waiting appli- 
cants. 

Wo have now reached our full 
capacity, and aro able to handle 26 
patients. Any further temporary ac- 
commodation cannot be entertained 
till adequate kitchen, dining room and 
general executive quarters are built. 

As may bo seen from the linancial 
statement there has been collected 
from all sources $53,475.20, there has 
been expended up to December 31, 
1907, $31,259.58, leaving a balance to 
our credit of $22,215.92. This money 
has been subscribed for the purpose of 
erecting and equipping a hospital for 
consumptives. The need for such a 
building was never more apparent. 
We are endeavoring to meet present 
demands In buildings unsuitcd to ef- 
fectively handle cases of consumption 
and entirely Inadequate to the num- 
bers of cases seeking admission. 

In order that the court of governors 
might thoroughly understand local 
conditions at Tranqullle, and to assist 
our architect, Messrs. Hermon and 
I Burwoll, engineers, were instructed to 
submit a contour plan of the grounds, 
and also to report on tho water con- 
ditions In Tranqullle creek and its 
pssibilltles for power purposes. Messrs. 
Hermon and Burwoll's report Is here- 
with attached. 

Plans For Hospital Buildings 
The board of directors have had 
many conferences regarding plans tor 
hospital buildings. The matter Is a 
difficult one to determine, and 
rlvlcc of the executive 
board decided to send

Praises the Report. 
In moving the adoption of the. report, 
R P. Pettipieco, representative of the 
Trades and Labor council, of Vnji'- 
couver, took occasion to praise the 
comprehenslvo nature of tjfe roport of 
the directors arid congratulated Dr. 
Fagan, to whom, lie stated, the thanks 
of the people of this province were duo 
for his work In connection with the 
founding of the Tranqulllo Institution. 
Mr. Pettipieco was certain that organ- 
ized labor would contribute largely to 
the Institution, as It appreciated the 
[act Unit of all cbtsses in tho commun- 
ity, labor was probably more benefitted 
from some hucIi Institution (than any 
other. ' 

Ranch Manager's Report. 

The report of W. W. Shnw, manager 
of the ranch at TrnriquUle, was also 
high!;.' satisfactory, and was adopted 
as follows: 

Ladies anil Gentlemen; in my ca- 



pacity as manager .of the Sanatorium 
Ranch, at Tranqullle, 1 have the honor 
to present herewith my reporL for four 
and a half months, from August 17 to 
December 3a, 1907. , 

Boforo presenting this report I would 
Mm to draw jour attention to the con- 
dition of tho ranch ut tho time of my 
assuming responsibility there. 

You. no doubt, aro aware that this is 
considered to be ono of the best farms 
in the upper country; but I cannot say 
that it is in a (lrst-.cluss state of culti- 
vation. The hay crop lust year was 
not so good as it should have been, 
largely from lack of proper irrigation. 

The fences and water ditches arc In 
very good repair, and there is an 
ubundanco of water for all purposes, 
available, I believe, at all seasons of 
the year. 

Tho orchard I found to be in a very 
bad state of cultivation, and, owing to 
the very severe winters of 1906 and 
1907, quite a number of the trees have 
died, especially the peach trees. 

The buildings, with the exception of 
those now being used as a sanatorium, 
arc very old and dilapidated, and some 
aro in ruins. 

Upon taking charge I immediately 
took stock of all that was on the place, 
witii the exception of the cattle and 
horses. I did not complete this stock 
inventory until a few dags ago, in 
order to avoid unnecessary expense. 

The following is a report, or state- 
ment, of what has been done on tho 
farm. 

In this connection 1 may say that I 
am working temporarily, In expectation 
of being properly equipped with farm 
buildings necessary for adequately con- 
ducting the work of tho farm. Tho 
building now being used as dining- 
room and kitchen for the farm bunds 
is not at all satisfactory, being too 
closely connected with tho main santa- 
torlurn building. 

Supplies for Sanatorium. 

This farm being, as it is, specially 
designed for the supply of the sana- 
torium, it is my intention to make a 
specially of dairying and poultry, milk 
and eggs being the two most necessary 
articles of diet required for the insti- 
tution; and, in order to succeed in this, 
it is absolutely essential that suitable 
buildings should be erected for the 
purpose without delay. 

Under the Instruction of the commit- 
tee, who recently visited tho ranch, I 
have already made arrangements to 
have lumber cut on the place for build- 
ing purposes, about threo miles distant 
from the present buildings. 

I may say that I have been very 
fortunate In securing tho services of a 
thoroughly competent man, who Is now 
pruning und improving the orchard. 
It is my intention to spare no pains in 
m'y endoavor to make this orchard sec- 
ond to none in the province. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I wish, in con- 
clusion, to thank you for tho confidence 
you have reposed in mo in appointing 
me manager of tho ranch, in this, the 
first sanatorium undertaking of Its 
kind in this fair province, and I be L r 
to assure you that as regards myself 
I shall do all that in my power lies to 
make this great philanthropic under- 
taking a marked and permanent suc- 
cess. 

W. W. SHAW. 
Ranch Is Paying i 

Mr. Shaw's report showed that ex- 
penditures on the farm had been $2,- 
619.S5 and tho receipts from sale of 
produce, cattle, etc., had been $5,- 
225.22, leaving a balance in favor of 
the farm of $2,605.37. On December '.! 
there was tho following livo stock on 
tho ranch, cattle 600 head, horses 65 
head, sheep IS head, pigs 12, fowl 200. 
On the same date there was on the. 
ranch 300 tons of hay, 200 boxes of 
apples and 20 tons of vegetables, tho 
whole valued at $1,225. 

Mr. Shaw pointed out tho necessity 
of better accommodation for the live 
stock and thought that about $2,000 
would be sufficient considering the 
fact that the lumber would be produc- 
ed from tho ranch and sawn there, 
thus saving a considerable amount. 
At present the ranch pruchased by tho 
society consisted of about 600 acres 
and there was 8,000 acres under leaso 
from the Dominion, which the society 
hoped to get from tho federal govern- 
ment. In his estimation he believed 
that the ranch would pay ten per cent 
on the capital invested therein. 

Dr. Pagan explained thai while the 
sanitarium at Tranqullle secured a 
large amount of produce, such as but- 
ter and eggs, from the ranch, a strict 
account was being kept of everything 
and the sanitarium was charged up 
with every cent as if it were distinct 
from the ranch. The necessity of hav- 
ing poultry and dairy products pro- 
duced by the ranch for the uses of the 
sanitarium. Dr. Fagan pointed out, 
was shown by the fact that in one 
month tin." cost of fresh eggs hail been 
about $110 and butter over $100. 
These supplies, should the suggestions 
of Mr. Shaw be carried out as to need- 
ed buildings, would be wholly sup- 
plied from tho ranch. 

Superintondont Reports 

Dr. Irving, medical superintendent at 
Tranqullle, who was present at tho 
meeting, read a comprehensive report 
I of the work (lone since the first pa- 
I tlent. was received. The report gave 
I full details of the needed additions In 
1 furnishings which were made. On 
November 28 the first patients were 
admitted, ten in nil. Since January 1 
last, sixteen cases have been admitted, 
incipient seven and advanced nine. 
While it Is not the object of the in- 
stitution to accept advanced cases It 
was considered that under existing 
circumstances, as there is no place 
for tho care of such cases, it was in 
the interests of the public that they 
should be taken charge of for a time 
to give them the benefit of a few 
weeks treatment as otherwise they 
would be cast upon the public charity 
to become a source of contagion to 
all and suffer hardships owing to the 
difficulty in securing suitable homes 
in which to place them. Tho report 
pointed out the necessity of a home 
for advanced eases. 

After referring to the flue climate 
of Tranqullle. Its excellent location 
and the need of developing the artistic 
side of the 'surroundings, the report 
states that so far tho%pst of mainten- 
ance of each patient ptT month bus 
been approximately $55. This amount 
will bo probably the largest that will 
be required In the history of the In- 
stitution on account of the season of 
tho year tit opening. In two months 
the sanitarium will bo able to dis- 
charge Its first cures though it will 
be advisable to keep them under ob- 
servation for such a period ;ts will 
make It certain that that under or- 
dinary conditions of life and work 
they are not likely lo lose ground on 
account of the change. 

Patients Gain Woiglit 

A summary of the weights, includ- 
ing those who have been under treat- 
ment ten weeks or over shows the 
following facts: Total gain for six- 
teen patients, 1S1 pounds; average 
gain per patient, 11 l-:l; greatest gain 
made, 20 1-2; least gain made, 3 1-2;

HERE AND THERE 

There will be many people In the city 
besides the members of the Salvation 
Army who will be sorry to see C'apt. 
TravisH leave Victoria. 

Though gentle and unassuming ill 
his manner, tho captain has been ready 
to forward every good work. lie is 
a type of the Christian gentleman, 
wlio.se influence on any community In 
which he labors cannot be other than 
good. 

Parents in tlio city should be arous- 
ed to a sense of their duty by the ac- 
count of the wicked attempt to wreck 
the Spring Ridge car Thursday even- 
ing. How, so early in the evening 
planks could have been put on the 
track in so public a place it is hard 
to understand. Little children should 
be taught that it. is wrong to place any 
obsruction, however small or harmless 
on the car track. Boys who put cups 
or firecrackers under the wheels, for 
the fun of seeing them explode, may af- 
terwards be tempted to place more 
dangerous obstructions in the way ot 
Hie car. If mothers took trouble to 
teach their little boys the wickedness 
of doing anything In which there, is 
the smallest risk of injuring life or 
property there would be fewer of the 
irresponsible crimes which we are of- 
ten called upon to deplore, it must be 
admitted that it is hard to teach boys 
to distinguish between" mischief and 
fun, but, for that very reason no time, 
pains or trouble should be spared in 
tho effort to make them sec that am- 
usement which is obtained at the price 
of loss or pain to another, is no long- 
er innocent. 

It is not always possible to keep 
even young children off the stieets at 
so early an hour in tho 'evening. There 
may be many occasions on' which it is 
necessary to send small boys on need- 
ful errands after dark,, but the boy, 
who lias been properly trained will ndt 
take advantage of the cover of dark- 
ness to do anything that lie would be 
afraid or ashamed to do in daylight. 
That this attempt was not Instrumen- 
tal in causing death or life-long in- 
jury to "some one is something for 
which all the residents of tho neigh- 
borhood may well be devotedly thank- 
ful. It may, of course, prove, that the 
outrage was not committed by boys. 
In that case the delinquent can scarcely 
receive too severe a punishment. 
* * • 

. Why should we want to sec. into the 
future? There is no one who has had 
much experience of life, that does not 
know that if tho veil had been lifted 
from the troubles that Jay before us, 
we would have been deprived of much 
of the strength needed to bear them. 
How much of the sweetness of the 
joy that has from time to time filled 
our hearts would have been taken 
from it If we had expected it. The 
most attractive tiling about life Is, 
that it is a series of surprises. Noth- 
ing is so much to be dreaded as the 
dull monotony that deprives' life of its 
zest. 

AVhy should people then be so fool- 
ish as to endeavor to pry into the fu- 
ture. One would think that the ex- 
perience of thousands of years would 
have convinced men and women of 
common sense that those people 
who profess to see into the future are 
either deceivers or self-deceived. 
Those who employ theni are both 
wrong and foolish. It has been wisely 
ordered that tho duties and responsi- 
bilities of the present are all anyone 
is called upon to undertake. To neg- 
lect them in order either to spend lime 
and strength in vain regrets or anx- 
ious thought for a future that may 
never como is not the part of wis- 
dom. 

Many of those who consult fortune 
tellers 'persist in saying that they only 
do it for fun. It will be found, how- 
ever, that there is a strain of super- 
stition mixed with the motives of even 
the idlest and merriest of those who 

Indulge in this very questionable 
means of amusemerit. 

C r, o 

Among those who are devoting their 
attention to the subject of old age 
pensions is Canon Harnett, of West- 
minster. This learned writer believes 
that all people who have reached old 
age should receive a sufficient sum to 
keep I hem from want irrespective of 
their position or the means at their 
disposal. Old age pensions he argues 
should not be looked upon as a char- 
ity which' takes from the independ- 
ence of the recipient but as the due 
of all who have served their day and 
generation. Ho thinks, too, that even 
when a man or woman Is unable long- 
er to take part in the work of the out- 
side world, there is use for them in 
the quieter .sphere of the home. He 
sa ys: 

"If there were more grandmothers 
in their homes there would be a low- 
er rate of infant mortality, and if old 
age were more honored there might be 
something more .of that reverence 
which is tlio root of good manners. It 
is coming to be recognized, also, that 
the neglect of the old Is a national 
disgrace. Lord JFtoberts is moving to 
release old soldiers from the work- 
house; but soldiers arc not the only 
members of the nation who have of- 
fered their best for the common good. 
The common conscience is uneasy at 
the thought of . the thousands of men 
and women who, having worked out 
all their strength, have an old ago of 
pauperism " 

As will be seen by this quotation 
Canon Jtarnott looks upon this ques- 
tion of caring for old ere from the 
point of view of the moralist and phil- 
anthropist rather than that of the po- 
litical economist', lie does not believe 
that ii is possible l^Tr tho government 
to collect during tholr working years 
a sum sufficient to provide for per- 
sons in 'their old age. In this view he 
is supported by practical statesmen. 
But he does not appear to recognize, 
as these men do. the difficulty of pro- 
viding a sum sufficient to pension all 
the old people of the nation. To tho 
question as to who should lie eligible 
for a pension he says: . 

The obvious answer Is: All persons 
over slxtv-flvo years of age. If all 



people pay taxes all have equal right, 
to benefit by that expenditure. There 
can be no privileged class — privileged 
either to confer or to receive a favor. 
What the State gives— be it education 
or punishment or pensions — must be 
dealt' out equally to all tho citizens. 
Discrimination', Indeed, by any arbi- 
trary test is almost impossible, Who 
is qualified to be Ills brother's or his 
sister's judge, and say this one, by 
thrift or, by character, Is fit for a pen- 
sionfaricl this one is unfit? Who can 
draw a line between the man who 
spent 'all his earnings on educating his 
children or in keeping his parents and 
tho man who saved everything for his 
own uses? Who can say this one is 
worthy and that one Is unworthy? 
Arbitrary tests always fail; and if 
some uniform test be adopted— if it be 
said, for example, that only people In 
receipt of an income below a certain 
amount be eligible — then It becomes a 
sort of disgrace to receive u pension 
and the self-respect, of a whole class 
is lowered. The wit of many men and 
women has been ' exercised in various 
Royal Commissions. Recommendations 
Unit some, of the old should be exclud- 
ed from pensions because they have 
been criminals or pauper;-, or because 
their income is too large, have been 
made, but they have not convinced the 
public mind. Universal pensions alone 
satisfy the demand that the old shall 
be secured a means of living without 
any degradation, be it through inves- 
tigation or relegation to a special and 
low : er class in society. 

Such a plan as Canon Harnett here 
outlines has never 1 yet been tried. The 
governments of Australia and New 
Zealand, where pension schemes are in 
operation have been satisfied to min- 
ister to tlw wants of a part of the 
aged population of those colonies. 
Canon Harnett, however, does see that 
there is a. limit to the means tit the 
disposal of the government and pro- 
poses that women shall be the first to 
be relieved. He outlines the plan lie 
would adopt In the following para- 
graphs: 

The suggestion which commends It- 
self to my mind is that this year -a 
pension of 5s a week be put at the dis- 
posal of all women over sixty-five 
years of age registering their names 
in tlielr own locality and making reg- 
ular weekly application at the neigh- 
boring postoffico. The details of ap- 
plication arc, I of course, matters for 
consideration, SO long as it he under- 
stood that the pensions are open to all 
women under conditions wliicli all 
women may accept without loss of 
self-respect. 

The advantages of this suggestion 
may be summarized under the follow- 
ing hoads: 

1. The amount I required by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer will be 
about- halt of that 'estimated as neces- 
sary for universal . 'pensions. ... 

2. The first si eft would be a direct 
step towards the end which it is as- 
sumed would mostr nearly meet the 
recognized need.'. , is'o change In the 
machinery would be necessary when it 
became possible to give the pension 
to men also. 

3. Women, who, by their work in 
child-bearing and home-making, bear 
with men an equal burden in nation- 
making, have less opportunities of 
either earning or saying money. Their 
work is ' especially — even more than 
that of soldiers — such as the nation 
should delight to recognize. 

4. There is virtue in the old chivalry 
which, when a way of escape from 
danger is opened, says "Women first." 

Objections that the suggestion is 
"fanciful"— that it "would not com- 
mand men's serious consideration," 
that man would never recognize wom- 
an "as his predominant partner" — are 
born of prejudices which do not sur- 
vive in modern light. 

If the licit ish parliament should 
adopt that part of the 'plan outlined 
by Canon Harnett which gives women 
the preference In a national scheme of 
relief, wc need no longer believe that 
Hie age of chivalry has departed. And 
yet it would only be doing on a great 
scale what takes place whenever the 
captain of a sinking ship seends off- 
first the boat containing the women 
and children. 

The Toronto Home Journal for 
March has an article on the work of 
the Children's Aid Society of that 
city. The leader of this movement Is 
.1. .1. Kelso and its work is to rescue 
all children who. tor whatever reason, 
an; homeless The children arc cared 
for and as soon ;is possible given out 
to be adopted by some family. An 
oversight Is kepi on the children and 
it is said thai tin great majority of 
them grow up to lie good and useful 
citizens, a comfort and a blessing to 
the kind people who have 'adopted 
them, Air. Kelso, whose observations 
have extended over twenty years, does 
not believe thai any large proportion 
of little children are depraved. Hove 
and core have a wonderful effect over 
little ones ami it Is seldom that in- 
herent tendencies withstand their in- 
fluence. Especlulb Is lids tho case 
when the children are adopted in in- 
fancy. There are at present between 
four and five thousand children in tin; 
institution conducted by the Children's' 
Aid society. This seems a very large 
number as there ate many other or- 
phanages in the city of Toronto. The 
value ot the work done In thus saving 
destitute children is incalculable. No 
charitable work Is so encouraging as 
that undertaken for the sake of the 
children.

So they cheered prince and 
horse, und made the Derby a memor- 
able one by a wild burst of enthusi- 
asm, which continued in London until 
the early morning hours. Diamond 
Jubilee duplicated the Derby for the 
prince later, but. neither owner nor 
racegolng public enjoyed, his victory 
as keenly as they did the unexpected 
one by Persimmon. 

In his seven years on tlie turf Per- 
simmon won 14(1 races, worth In the 
aggregate $024,079. King Edward 
would not part with him Lor any sum. 
Horsemen said Persimmon would 
fetch $200, 00U if put up at auction.

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Marine Department Will Or- 
ganize Training -Force on 
New Fishery Cruiser 



IT WILL NUMBER' 65 MEN 



Force on B, C. Coast Vessel 
Will be Similar to That on 
the Canada 



"When the now fishery protection 
Cruiser to be built by the Dominion 
government for service In British Co- 
lumbia waters is ready it Is proposed 
by .the marine department to organize 
a naval militia on the British Columbia 
seaboard and to train seamen for naval 
service, and instruct them in gunnery, 
ffho new cruiser Is to mount several 
guns, and the number of militiamen she 
will carry will be about sixty-live. At 
present there is an organization of 
Canadian naval militia on the fishery 
cruiser Canada, serving on the Atlantic 
coast, and Hon. Mr. Brodeur, minister 
of marine and fisheries, in discussing 
the matter, said: "The intention of the 
government is to extend that service. 
When the boat we are building for 
the British Columbia' coast is finished 
Ave shall have her manned In the .same 
way as the Canada. We intend carry- 
ing out the same policy with regard to 
the Vigilant and the Curlew; in fact, 
all the boats of the fishery protection 
service. In that service we have de- 
cided' to have all the appointments 
made solely- by promotion and merit. 
Tills policy has been followed in the 
appointment lately made. In order to 
bring discipline into the service, pro- 
motion should bo made according to 
merit. 

"On the fishery cruiser Canada the 
number of young men in training as 
naval militia totals sixty-1'lve, and it Is 
proposed to engage as many on the 
fishery cruiser In British Columbia 
waters. The wages, however, are far 
lower than that paid to the ordinary 
seamen of coasting vessels; less than 
3s paid to seamen on deep-water ships 
in fact. On the Canada able seamen 
are paid $26 per month and ordinary 
.seamen $20 per month. A vote of $10,- 
000 a year has been made for the pur- 
pose of training the naval militia who 
form the crew of the Canada. 

Hon. Mr. Brodeur is also quoted as 
Saying at Ottawa a few days ago: "The 
naval militia is based on the fisheries' 
protection service. Some day, instead 
of having gnly special boats for the 
fishery projection service, I hope to 
Jiave the naval militia take part in that 
•work. At the time the Canada was 
built there was no organization except 
s;omo boats like the Curlew and Vigi- 
lant to patrol the coast. But it was 
thought we should have a boat on 
which a certain number of young men 
would be trained under the rules or the 
British admiralty. That has been done 
for the last few years with satisfactory 
results. I should like our organization 
to be made in such a way. Command- 
er Spain has supervision over the naval 
militia; that is. ot the fisheries pro- 
tection service. In order to continue 
this organization, I started this year 
tho idea that any appointments made 
to these vessels should be made from 
the ranks of the men who have been 
in the fisheries protection service or- on 
tho Canada. Some objections have 
been raised to the method of promotion, 
but I have stood firmly to the principle 
tind carried it through. We are to

HOLT HILL ARRIVES 

Made- Run Home From Puget Sound 
iii One Hundred and Forty 
Days 



The British ship Holt Hill, which 
brought general cargo from Liverpool 
to Victoria after over 200 days at sea, 
and which loaded wheat at Seattle 
homeward, has arrived at Falmouth 
after a passage of 140 days. Capt. A. 
J. Bolderstono Is In command of tho 
vessel. Capt. Parker died at sea dur- 
ing the passage from Liverpool to this 
port, being then the oldest British 
shipmaster at sea. The Holt II 111 was 
brought hero by the mate, who had 
nn exciting time while In Victoria. Ho 
was picked up by an express wagon 
and carted back on board when the 
vessel was due to leave hero for Van- 
couver, and soon afterward Capt. Bol- 
derstono arrived from Vancouver to 
relieve Mm'. 



The steamer Kaga Warn of Lhe Nip- 
pon Yusen Kalslui lino reached Yoko- 
hama on Thursday from this port, a 
day In advance of her schedule.

Unconfirmed Report Says* He 
Will Have Charge of Amal- 
gamated Services 



The report Is current, though confir- 
mation cannot ha found here, that Capt. 
J. W. Troup, who left for Winnipeg a 
week ago to consult with tho second 
vice-president of the C. P. It., William 
Whyte, with regard to proposed changes 
fri the steamship services of the C. P. R. 
system, will be appointed general super- 
intendent of the amalgamated trans-Pa- 
oiflc steamship and British Columbia 
coast services, of which he Is now In 
charge. The statement Is made that lie 
will bo transferred to Vancouver, where 
tho head offices of the Steamship com- 
pany will be, and an assistant manager 
will be appointed who will bo in charge 
at Victoria, which will still remain the 
headquarters of the British Columbia 
service. W. T. Payne, formerly agent 
at Yokohama, whj was brought to Van- 
couver recently to take the place of D. 
B, Brown, as superintendent of tho 
trans-Pacific steamship service, is to re- 
turn to Yokohama to ha ve charge' of the 
management of tho Btcamers in Japan 
and China, with headquarters at the 
Japanese port. 

Chahgec are also being effected In the 
railway system whereby Messrs. Whyte 
and McNicOll are to be relieved of much 
detail work in order to allow IJiem to 
d6voto moro time to executive matters. 
J. W. Leonard has been appointed gen- 
eral manager of tho company's lines 
east of Fort William, with jurisdiction 
over all matters relating to the main- 
tenance of way and operation. The cir- 
cular announcing this hears the signa- 
tures of D. McNieoll, vice-president, and 
Sir Thomas Shaughtlessy, president. 
Hitherto the functions of the general 
manager have been discharged by Mr. 
McNicOll, so far as the eastern lines 
are concerned, and by William Whyte, 
second vice-president, as regards tho 
western. A few. days ago,' however. Mr. 
Whyte handed over the. western general 
managership to G. .1. Bury, his assist- 
ant, and now Mr. MoNleoll makes a 
similar change In the oontrol of the 
eastern lines. 

Mr. Leonard, who has bceen assistant 
general manager of the eastern lines 
since October. 1 005, has been with the 
Canadian Pacific since the consolidation 
of the system, and is thus one of its 
oldest officials. 

Capt. Troup is expected to return 
from Winnipeg on Tuesday and confir- 
mation of the reports In circulation 
hero will not be obtainable until his re- 
turn. 



PRINCESS MAY IS 

TO BE_HAULED OUT 

Will Be Towed to Esquimalt This 
Morning by Steamer Otter to 
Make Repairs 



The steamer Princess May. will be 
towed to Esquimalt this morning by the 
steamer Otter to be hauled out on the 
B. C. Marine railways to be overhauled 
and made ready for the summer service 
on the Skagway route. It is expected 
the steamer will resume service about 
March 13. The steamer Princess Beat- 
rice will then be withdrawn and placed 
on the Victoria-Seattle rnuto and the 
Princess Royal will bo made readv to 
resume tho weekly service north, alter- 
nating with the Princess May. 

The steamer Queen City, which is be- 
InK overhauled, will probably resume 
service next Tuesday on the Hardy Bav 
rpute, and It is reported that In future 
she will bo operated from Vancouver 
weekly, local passengers and freight be- 
ing sent to her by the Victoria- Vancou- 
ver steamer. 



FERNDENE ARRIVES 

FRO M MEX ICAN PORT 

Had Tempestuous Trip Across Pacific, 
Losing One of Her Crew 
Overboard 



The British steamer Ferndone, Capt. 
Fisher, readied port yesterday morn- 
ing from Guaymas after a passage of 
twelve days, and is lying in Royal 
Roads awaiting orders. She will prob- 
ably bo docked for cleaning, painting 
and general overhaul In tho Esquimalt 
drydock. Tho Ferndone, which was 
one of the first of the fleet of British 
steamers to bring coal from Norfolk, 
Virginia, for the United States navy 
department for use of Admiral Evan's 
squadron, took a cargo to North China 
and returning carried a cargo of hard- 
wood railway ties from Otaru, in nor- 
thern Japan, to Guaymas. 

The trip across the' Pacific was one 
of the roughest Capt. Fisher has ever 
experienced-: He said yesterday: "I 
hate to recall that passage for it was 
the first in my career on which I lost 
life. One man was carried overboard 
by a heavy comber which swept over 
tho steamer and washed him from tho 
wheel, another had his leg broken, and 
thn chief officer, Mr. Anderson, was 
severely injured." 

The Ferndone encountered heavy 
weather soon after leaving Japan, and 
about the meridian on January 11 and 
12 had a very heavy gale, which buf- 
fetted her considerably. She had a 
heavy deeklnad of this. The steam 
steering gear was disabled and the 
crew had a trying time before the 
hand steering gear was put in service. 
It was while at the wheel of tho hand- 
steering gear, aft, thai the unfortunate 
Chinese was swept away. Tho waves 
were continually breaking over tho 
vessel, and one more than usually 
heavy comber, swished across tho 
stern. When it cleared tho Chinese 
helmsman was gone. None had seen 
him carried off, and absolutely noth- 
ing could be done to attempt to save 
him. Several others were swept about 
tho deck, one man's log being broken. 
Tho mate, too, was severely injured 
and was confined to his bunk for some 
time. 

The Ferndone put into San Diego, 
California-, after a trip of 29 days from 
Otaru to make temporary repairs and 
thenco proceeded to Guaymas to dis- 
charge her cargo. 

'('apt. Fisher was the first, of (he 
British steamer captains to find a 
tonnage tax of $1 per ton levied 
against his vessel by tin- United 
States customs department for carry- 
ing the coftl for tho United Statos 
government. Tho contract provided 
that she was to be considered as a 
United States steamer and given all 
tho usual coasting privileges, as 
though "he was not a foreign vessel, 
and tho courts upheld this contract, 
it seems the nllonipL to ImpoHa a ton- 
nage tux was duo to the ciiHtoniH and 



naval departments of the United 
States government being involved in a 
quarrel regarding* the use of the for- 
olgn vessels, to carry tho coal tho 
United States government could not 
carry by steamers flying its own flag. 

When the Ferndene was at Portland 
loading for. the Orient, Capt, Fisher 
became known as a lineal descendant 
of George Washington. This he de- 
nies. It seems that a coasting steam- 
er which arrived at Portland- about 
the sumo tlmo reported the Ferndone 
stopped at sea and when the steamer 
reached Portland Capt. Fisher was 
asked 'why the vessel had been stop- 
ped. , 

He explained that when steaming 
ten knots an hour ttic' Ferndene ran 
against a sleeping whale and cut Into 
tho mammal. Unable to free herself 
from tho whale In which tho stem was 
rusi tho steamer hud tried to steam 
with the obstruction of the carcase, 
but her speed had boon cut down to 
almost nothing in consequence. Fin- 
ally It was decided to go astern, and, 
after an hour the Ferndene was finally 
freed from the whale. 

This was why they called him a de- 
scendant of George Washington. He 
said he had to tell about the whale, 
for ho couldn't tell a He.

Collier From Ladysmith Buffetted by 
Storm for Three Days on Way 
to San Francisco 



The Norwegian steam collier Tor- 
denskjold, one of the Western Fuel 
company's fleet running from British 
Columbia coal ports to San Francisco, 
hud a very rough trip on her last pus- 
sage south. The San Francisco Call 
says Capt. Hansen came ashore ' Willi 
his cheeks still pink from the heroic 
caresses of tho southeastern through 
which the collier fought Its way for 
three days. From Flattery to Blanco 
the waves played ping pong with the 
big Norwegian in spito of tho fact that 
tho ship was freighted with nearly 0.000 
tons of coal. 

"If tho man that named this ocean 
had been with mo," said Captain Han- 
sen yesterday, "ho would never have 
named It Pacific. I used to think the 
North sea was pretty bad In winter, and 
I've soon some fierce gales off Cape 
Horn, but anything In the way of 
weather that I over experienced was a 
midsummer dream compared with that 
southeaster." 

There was wind, great - guns of It, 
rain by the burrclful, snow enough to 
make knee deep drifts on tho collier's 
deck nnd hailstones that so impressed 
Captain Hansen that In making his 
weather report ho referred to them as 
ice. 

The TordensKjOld was 4 days nnd IS 
hours from Ladysmith to tho Golden 
gate. In spito of the severe buffeting 
from the elements the collier suffered 
only some minor damage about tho 
deck.

SEA1TLE_F0R FERRY 

Victoria & Sydney Railway Company 
Arranges for Barge for Servico 
to Mud Bay 



The Victoria & Sidney Railway com- 
pany has about concluded arrange- 
ments with Sloan Bros., shipbuilders of 
Seattle, for building a car ferry barge, 
of the stylo of the'C. P. R. ferry barge 
Transfer, and a contract' will be signed 
in a few days. ' The car ferry, which 
will accommodate nine loaded cars, will 
bo operated between .Sidney and Mud 
Bay on tho east side of Boundary bay, 
not far from Point Roberts, and close to 
tho international boundary. The ferry 
servico from Victoria by way of tho 
Victoria & Sidney road Is to connect, 
it is stated, at Mud Bay with three 
roads, the Great Northern railroad sys- 
tem, the Victoria, Vancouver & East- 
ern and Victoria, Westminster & Yu- 
kon railroads. 

The ferry barge to be built by tho 
Sloan Bros, will bo 172 feet long, 3S 
feet beam and 10 feet deep. No ar- 
rangements have yet been made for a 
tug to tow the craft, but It Is probable 
that negotiations will bo entered Into 
shortly for the building of a steel tug 
for the work. The barge Is to be com- 
pleted within four months. It will bo 
ready for servico early in July and a 
tug will bo secured before that time.

. from time to time predicted from our 
places in. this assembly.

We have, further, restricted the 
rights of the hand-loggers, who, we

their $10 licenses on a very extensive 
and wholesale scale indeed along our

Intended when these licenses were orig- 
inally granted. While last, but by no 
means least, we have, during the past 
few months, placed a reserve on these 
timber lands, which must, I think, be 
taken as clear evidence of the genuine 
effort which we have made to conserve 
the interests of this country. (Ap- 
plause.) 

With these few observations,, which 
I trust will to some extent at least dis- 
abuse the minds of lion, gentlemen op- 
. poslto of the impression which was to 

• lie drawn from the arguments used by 
the hon. the leader of the opposition, I 
will conclude by repeating, sir, that it 

'. is the hopo of this administration when 
. parliament- next assembles to bring 
- down a most comprehensive timber 

• policy which will not only protect these 
', interests, but. also while properly en- 
couraging lumber operations in the 

province, bring at the same time into 
the treasury the substantial revenues 
which rightly should , accrue, to .bur

natural .resources. . (Cheers.) 

, ' Railway Grants 

; When the bill was considered in 

, committee Hon. F. J. Fulton moved 
that - the following be added as sec- 
tion 3S: 

"All grants of crown lands made; or 
to be made, to any person or corpor- 
ation to aid tin; construction of a rail- 
ihvay or other work shall be subject 
to the land laws of the province, ex- 

■ ocpt to tile extent that .such laws 'are 
expressly ' varied by the terms of such 
Subsidy Act. The provisions of this 
section shall apply to all grants of 
crown lands heretofore made." 

The amendment carried. 

Regarding Townsites 

When the clause providing for the 
reservation of one-quarter of a town- 
site was reached, Hon. F. J. Fulton 
moved to add tile following sub-sec- 
tion lo section 37: 

"(-) Should the owner of any land, 
the crown grant for which has issued 
in respect of a right acquired subse- 
quent to said 17th day of April, 1S9G, 
make use of said land or any part 
th-ereof as a townsite but fail to di- 
vide said land-into lots, or, having di- 
vided the same into lots, should fall 
to. deposit in the proper land registry 
oflice a map or plan of such sub-div- 
ision, the chief commissioner of lands 
and works shall request said owner to 
divide said land into town lots and to 
deposit a map or plan thereof in the 
proper laud registry oflice, or to de- 
posit such map or plan as aforesaid 
where such subdivision has • been 
made, and tu convey to the crown 
the portion thereof which it is entitled 
to receive under the provisions of this 
section when land is divided into town 
lots. Jt shall be the duty of said 
owner to comply with said request, 
and should he neglect or refuse to do 
so tin chief commissioner of lands 
;-,nd works may apply to a judge' of 
the Supreme court for a prerogative 
writ of mandamus requiring said 
owner to make said division, deposit 
and conveyance or deposit ami con- 
veyance as the case may be." 

The amendment was adopted. 
To Prevent Fraud. 

The chief commissioner moved to add 
the following sub-section to section 55: 

"(2). When it is made to appear to 
the attorney-general that a special tim- 
ber licence issued under this act may 
have been obtained by fraud, he mayi 
commence an action in the supreme' 
court against the licensee, his execu- 
tors, administrators or assigns, for the 
cancellation of said licence upon the 
ground that it was obtained by fraud. 



Upon the hearing of said action the 
court or Judge shall Jiavo power to 
cancel said licence. The said cancel- 
lation of such licence shall, amongst 
other things, have the effect of relegat- 
ing fell other applicants for a special 
licence to cut timber on the ground 
covered wholly or In part by the Said 
cancelled licence, to the rights they 
had and tile position they occupied at 
tlie time the licence so fraudulently ob- 
tained was Issued." 

Tlie amendment carried: 

Special Timbor Licences. 

A proposed amendment of Br. King's 
to strike out section 5G and to substi- 
tute the following was lost: 

"A special timber licence for logging 
purposes shall not be granted for a 
larger area than 640 acres of land, 
which shall be in one block bouncleU 
b'y straight lines drawn to tlie cardinal 
points, none of which linos shall, be 
loss than forty chains in length, except 
in cases where such a length cannoo 
be obtained; nor shall the licence bo 
granted for a longer period than the 
first of November next ensuing, and 
the fees payable for such special li- 
cence shall be as follows: 

"For each licence: West of the Cas- 
cade range, at the rate of $1-10 per an- 
num. Fast of the Cascade range and 
in tin; electoral district of Atlin, , at 
tlie rate of $150 per "annum." 

".Such licence may bo granted at the 
discretion of tlie chief commissioner, 
and shall be subject to such tax and 
royalty as may be by this net, or from 
time to time by any act of the legisla- 
ture of the province of British Colum- 
bia, Imposed or reserved; provided that 
the chief commissioner of lands add 
works may, before granting any spe- 
cial licence, offer the limits to public 
competition, when he has reason to 
believe that the public interests will 
be served by so doing." 

From Year to Year 

J. A. Macdonald moved in amend- 
ment to section 58 that a subsection be 
added providing that tlie licenses 
should be made renewable from year 
to year. It empowered the lieutenant- 
governor in council to declare any 
timber lands partially stripped of tim-. 
ber to be agricultural land under the 
meaning of the statute. > 

The amendment was opposed by 
Parker Williams and the Socialists 
and was rejected by the chief commis- 
sioner. 

Hand Loggers Licenses 

An amendment of Dr. Kergin 
(Skeena), cutting the proposed hand 
loggers' license fee down to $25 was 
accepted by the chief commissioner. 

The member for Nanaimo in turn 
sought to have the fee cut down to 
$10, but on division the amendment 
was lost. J. M. Yorston, W. Brewster 
and the Socialists voted for it. 

H. C. Brewster (Alberni) sought to 
have the reserve, placed on hand log- 
gers licenses south of Rivers inlet re- 
moved' in so far as it applied to the 
coast. 

The chief commissioner thereupon 
extended the application of the clause 
to the west coast and part of the 
Queen Charlotte Islands. 

Reversionary. Rights 

Allien the clause empowering the 
lieutenant-governor in council to dis- 
pose of tlie reversionary Interest in 
anv Indian reserve was readied, .1. A. 
Macdonald stated that this subsection 
proposed to do what had been done 
by the legislature that night In the 
case of tlie Tsimpseun reserve. 

Hon. F. J. Fulton stated that the 
change was desirable as in many por- 
tions of tlie province there wore small 
pieces oT lands, .the "use of which was 
required -by cities -and municipalities. 

The clause as amended was allowed 
to stand. ... . .'. _ . .. 

The section as amended reads: 

The lieutenant-governor in council 
may at any time, by notice signed biy 
the chief commissioner of lands and 
works, and published In the British' 
Columbia Gazette, reserve any lands 
not lawfully held by preemtpion, pur- 
chase, lease or crown grant, for tlie 
purpose of conveying the same to the 
Dominion government in trust, for the 
use and benefit of the Indians, and in 
trust to reconvey the same to the pro- 
vincial government in ease such lands 
at any time cease to be used by such 
Indians; and the lieutenant-governor 
In council may also similarly reserve 
for such other purposes as niay be 
deemed advisable. 

Provided, alwatys, that It shall be 
lawful for the lieutenant-governor in 
council to, at any time, grant, convey, 
sell or dispose of, on such terms as 
may be deemed advisable, the interest 
of the province, reversionary or other- 
wise, in any' Indian reserve, or any 
portion thereof, to such person or per- 
sons as may have secured from the' 
Dominion government and the Indians 
a grant or surrender of their rights 
in such reserve, or portion thereof; 
provided that a return of any aliena- 
tions made under the provisions of tills 
section be submitted to the legislature 
at the next sitting following such 
alienations, within fifteen days after 
tlie opening thereof, 

The chief commissioner moved that' 
.-section II! be amended by adding at 
the end of line three the following:. 
"And from and after said date all res- 
ervations of royalty on coal contained 
in any crown grant Issued under the 
Land act or any Railway Subsidy act, 
are hereby stricken from said grants. 

The amendment was adopted. 

The bill as amended was reported. 
Coal Mines Act. 

The house then went into commit- 
tee on the bill lo amend tlie Coal Mines 
act. 

Hon. F. J. Fulton moved to add a. 
sub-section to sec tion 2, providing for 
staking land lying under water. The 
sub-section reads: 

"In cases where, owing to the 
ground being covered with water, it Is 
Impossible to place the initial post, as 
provided by this act, then the land 
may be marked by placing a legal post, 
marked 'reference post,' as nearly as 
possible to the corner required to be 
described under tills section, and 
noting on tlie post tlie distance and

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direction such reference post may he 
from such corner, which distance and 
direction shall be set out In the record 
of the land." 

Sub-section C oZ section i was 
struck out and a elauso substituted 
lowering the amount of assessment 
work to be done on coal and petroleum 
lands from $^50 a your to $125 a year. 

'The bill was then reported- complete 
with amendments. 

Factories Act 

A. E. McPhillips, K. C, (Islands) 
moved in consideration of the report 
on the bill providing for the protec- 
tion of persons employed in factories, 
to add tlie following new section: . 

"In any case where the Inspector 
may instruct an employer to make 
alterations or additions conforming 
with any section o£ this act, and said 
employer has reason to believe that 
such changes or additions are need- 
less and not necessary within tlie 
spirit of this act, he, the employer, 
may appeal from the decision of the 
Inspector to the lieutenant-governor 
In council, who shall Judge and de- 
cide whether such alterations or ad- 
ditions are necessary," 

J. IT. Hawthornthwaite moved to 
add a new sub-section to section -10, 
as follows: 

In all cities or rural districts where 
one or more laundries are establish- 
ed and being operated by steam or 
other mechanical power, to prohibit 
work being carried on in 

Upon division tlie amendment was 
lost. 

Parker Williams moved to add the 
following sub-section to section 52: 

"Any inspector who divulges the 
name, or who does anything tending 
to disclose the author of any com- 
plaint, shall be deemed to have acted 
in contravention of this act." 

Hon. W. J. Bowser pointed out that 
tlie inspector under this amendment 
would not impart to the attorney- 
general the name of anyone making a 
complaint. The amendment would 
render the law unworkable. 

The amendment was rejected on 
division. 

Municipal Clauses Act 
In the consideration of the report 
upon the bill to amend the Municipal 
Clauses act, the member for Grand 
Forks (John Melnnls) Introduced an 
aniendment lowering the property 
qualifications of candidates for mayor 
to $700 and of aldermen to $300. The 
amendment was lost. 

Dr. G. A, B. Hall (Nelson) moved to 
amend the bill by re-Inserting the 
clause empowering tlie municipality to 
place wires underground as it was 
when it left committee. The amend- 
ment was rejected on division, Liber- 
als and Socialists voting in favor. 

F. Davcy (Victoria) dropped his 
amendment providing for the exercise 
of such water rights as any munici- 
pality might possess under private 
acts irrespective of the rights enjoyed 
by any private corporation under priv- 
ate act. 

He stated that the clause was one 
specially inserted for the benefit of 
tlie city of Victoria. Ho did so as the 
government had already taken the 
matter up. 

John Oliver (Delta), however, intro- 
ducer the amendment. A point of or- 
der was taken as to the competency 
of a private member to introduce such 
an amendment. The speaker reserved 
his decision. 

The report upon the bill was ad- 
journed until today. 

Gets Second Reading 

Tlie bill to provide for the better 
securing of certain mine workers' 
wages was given second reading. 
Revision of Rules. 

Prior to the adjournment of the 
house, Hon. Richard McPrlde moved 
that lion. D, 51. Eberts, Hon. Carter- 
Cotton. J. A. Macdonald, John Oliver 
and Thornton Fell be a select commit- 
tee of the house to revise the rules dur- 
ing the recess and report at the next 
session. With the addition of Parker 
Williams, at the Instance of J. 11. 
Hawthornthwaite, the motion curried. 

The house adjourned at 1:35 a. in.

in to his employer, was yesterday de- 
ported to Seattle, it having been 
shown that he came to this country 
from the other side. Packard Is be- 
lieved by his employer to have stolen 
well over $75, though owing to the 
fact that he secreted one of the sub- 
scription books, it Is not known ex- 
actly how much he collected.

Victoria Society's Roport 

The report of the Victoria society 
was submitted as follows: 
This society has been In existence 



since lOOfi and tlie objects of the society 
wore threefold. First, raising funds for 
tho establishment of a sanitarium; sec- 
ond, providing funds for tlie mainten- 
ance of the same, and third, caring for 
local cases pending the erection of u 
san I to rlu in. 

The success of the efforts hero and 
throughout the province Is well known, 
so that today our energies are directed 
towards raising money for the mainten- 
ance .of the sanitorluni and caring for 
local cakes. 

Realizing tho benefits that would ae- 
eruo to the work in uniting tlie ener- 
gies of the younger members of tlie 
community with the maturer judgment 
of the older ones, In May, 100U, a Young 
Ladies Auvilury was organized witli 
Mrs. A. J. C, Galletly as president. Too 
much praise cannot be given to the 
members of tho auXllury, as the finan- 
cial work of this branch lias been al- 
most entirely carried on by them. Lust 
year the sum of $2,100 was raised for 
the building fund by means of a fair 
hold by the auxllary. In June, 1007, 
the carnival at the Gorge was repeated, 
netting tlie sum of $110.75; of this 
nniount $31.00 was very generously con- 
tributed by Mr. A. T. Coward, manager 
"t the B. C. Electric Railway Co. 

One of the first practical steps was 
to take advantage, of Che 'opportunity of 
securing supplies for the saultorium by 
purchasing furniture, including hair 
mattresses, pillows, blankets, bed- 
spreads, iron beds, tables, chairs, lamps, 
etc., at the Royal Naval Hospital sale. 
In the spring of 1905 tlie sum of $3111. IG 
was thus expended and tlie committee 
who had the purchasing in hand wore 
to be congratulated upon securing such 
a splendid equipment for so small a 
cost. As there were no sheets in the list, 
our society in November last, through 
Individual subscriptions, raised the sum 
of $70.52 and thus were able to forward 
four dozen pair of sheets, in addition to 
tho former supplies for tho sanitorluni. 
City Contributes. 

In April a committee consisting of 
Mrs. (Col.) Hall and Mrs. Foot gained the 
consent of tlie mayor. On the evening 
of the same day (April 20) the commit- 
tee was received, and the result was 
that the city council subscribed $2500 
towards the building fund. 

Now that the sanitorluni Is in active 
operation, as far as the present space 
will allow, the urgencey of the mainten- 
ance fund a I once becomes manifest. 
As viewed from our standpoint, ample 
provision towards this fund should be 
the work of the brunches. 

In affiliation with the 13. C. Anti- 
Tuberculosis association, the Victoria 
branch has felt well pleased to have 
been able to place the sum of $1,000 to 
the credit of the maintenance fund, and 
hope at as early a date as possible to 
augment this nniount. Our next organi- 
zation with our membership cards 'at 
only $1.00 per annum, a large amount 
should easily be secured, as at this 
small sum, very few, if any, will be de- 
barred from the privilege of contribut- 
ing towards the maintenance of this 
work. Our members are now busily at 
work endeavoring to secure a large 
membership list. 

Local Cases. 

Our brunch during the past year has 
had seven cases under its care, three in 
a very advanced stage of tuberculosis; 
two of these, have died during the your. 
In one Instance the city has come very 
generously to our aid and the patient 
Is now being well cared for In a private 
nursing homo at the city's expense. 
There was no desire on our part to 
evade the responsibility of tlie easo 
cited as strenuous efforts were made 
by our committee to give all the relief 
and aid possible, hut insuperable diffi- 
culties presented themselves 1 and we 
were glad to be instrumental in having 
the patient so well cared for. From 
March. 1007, to March, 100S. we have 
paid out the following sums: 1

NEW YORK STOCKS. 

By F. W. Stevenson. 



Now York, March G. — The desultory 
operations of the. habitual trading- ele- 
ment- continued to make up the stock 
market today, and those operations 
originated almost exclusively within 
the four walls of the stock exchange. 
This trading had no developments of 
'the general situation or In individual 
propertied to prompt it. . Dealings are 
tentative and rarely followed up. Tho 
efforts of the bear element to cover 
weak points earlier In the week having 
failed to bring about any effective 
liquidation, the professional traders 
liavo been more inclined to take the 
long side. As the floating supply of 
Stocks is scanty, the buying by the 
traders Is effective in advancing prices, 
and prices are held so long as they 
hold the stocks they have bought. 
When they attempt to well to realize a 
profit on the rise caused by their own 
buying, the same narrowness is re- 
vealed as was found on the selling in 
11k case of bear operations. 

Xew developments were mixed, and 
but little attention was paid to them. 
Tho Harrlman Pacifies were conspic- 
uous features when prices wore ad- 
vancing, without regard to the poor 
showing made by the January report 
of net earnings of both companies. 

Tlie appointment of a receiver for 
the Western Maryland, a subsidiary 
Could line, following the receivership 
lor a Texas line, caused inevitable de- 
pression in other stocks of that group, 
and even more in some of the bonds. 
The stress laid In the ofiiclai explana- 
tion of the receivership on the effect 
of the commodity clause of the amend- 
ed interstate commerce law requiring 
divestment of ownership by railroads 
of coal properties, was commented 
upon for its bearing upon the anthra- 
cite group. Reading, however, was a 
feature of strength. St. Paul was 
helped by the confident views attrib- 
uted to its president over the prospects 
of the company's Pacific coast exten- 
sion. 

The professionals dwelt upon the 
arrival in England of J. P. Morgan as 
a possible favorable iniltience, and 
bought United States Steel freely. The 
estimates of the week's currency 
movement indicated a gain of some- 
thing like $5,000,000 on balance from 
the interior since tho last bank state- 
ment. 

The almost stagnant state of the 
later stock market caused but little 
yielding in the price level. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $1,(554,000. P. S. -'lis regis- 
tered declined 2 per cent, on call.
